This book thus deals with the period beginning with the adoption of the 
policy of non-co-operation by the f’alcntta Special Session to the end of 1923 
To make the record complete the lesolutioiis of the All India C’ongrC$s 
Committee, which met at Benares on May 30th and 31st 1920, dealing with ' 
the Khilafat question and the Punjab enquiry and summoiMng a Spccia 
Session of the Congiess to consider the adoption of non-co-oiicration, aie 
also given. 

The detailed audited accounts of the Tilak Swaraj Fund for the past three 
years have been publisned annually 111 book form It is not possible to 
incorporate them in this book without disproportnaiately incieasing its 
si/e. Only brief statements of accounts are therefore given. 

Care hao been taken to avoid errois but many mistakes must have 
crept in in spite of every effoit. One such mistake, small in itself but liable 
to mislead greatly, I should like to point out here. On page 76 the 
amount of Tilak Sw’araj Fund collections ^hown opposite the United Pro¬ 
vinces is *Rs 41,10,301.

3. Thai, having carciully considered the report of the Com¬ 
missioners appointed by the Punjab Enquiry Sub Committee, the 
Hunter Committee's report as well as the despatches of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Secretary of State thereon, the All India 
Congress Committee resolves * — 

(a) that the thanks of the Committee be conveyed to the mem¬ 
bers of the Punjab Enquiry Sub-Committee and the Commissioners 
appointed by them for the great industry and judicial care with 
which they have collected the evidence and written their report, 
which is supported not only by the evidence recorded by them but 
also by the evidence given before the Hunter Committee, and 
expresses its concurrence with the findings of fact arrived at by the 
said commissioners. 

(/;) that a petition be presented to Parliament on the subject 
of the Punjab tragedy and that Parliament be requested to take 
immediate steps to institute proceedings, by way of impeachment 
or otherwise, to bring Sir Michael O’Dwycr to justice in respect of 
his oppressive regime in the Punjab and especially of his respon¬ 
sibility in connection with the events of 1919 in the Punjab. » 

(c) that the British Congress Committee and the Congress 
Delegation in England be authorised and requested to take immediate 
action to move the British Parliament and the British public with a 
view to secure full justice in the matter. 

{(i) that Parliament be requested to take such steps as are 
necessary to place General Dyer, Col. Johnson, Col. O'Brien 
and Mr. Bosworth Smith before His Majesty's Court of Justice in 
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Crcal Britain for the cruelties committed by them in April and May, 
1919, in Amritsar, Gujranwala, Kasur and other places in the 
Punjab.

4. That the All India Congress Committee records its indignan 
protest against the general policy and attitude of the Secretary o 
Stale for India on the Punjab affairs as disclosed in his despatch on 
the Hunter Committee’s report and against the action of H 
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Majesty’s Government in accepting the principal recommendations of 
the majority of the Hunter Committee and in disposing of the grave 
and vital issues involved in the Punjab tragedy, affecting the conduct 
of their responsible agents, without giving an opportunity for public 
criticism or debate in the Houses of Parliament on the gross outrages 
committed on His Majesty’s subjects in India. 

5. That the All India Congress Committee desires to place on 
record its profound disappointment and dissatisfaction with the report 
of the majority of the Hunter Committee on the events of last year 
in the Punjab and elsewhere and its complete dissent from their 
principal findings and recommendations. 

. That the All India Congress Committee records its opinion 
that the inquiry conducted by the Hunter Committee was incomplete, 
one-sided and unsatisfactory by reason of the refusal to grant the 
necessary facilities asked for by the Congress 3uu-Committee to enable 
it to tender evidence, thereby shutting out important evidence and 
specially that of the very leaders of the Punjab whose acts, among 
other things, the Committee was called upon to investigate. 

7. That the All India Congress Committee deplores that the 
report of the majority of the Hunter Committee should be tainted 
with racial bias and a desire to overlook and justify the manifest and 
proved grave acts of commission and omission of the Government 
of India and the Punjab Government and the many acts of inhumanity 
perpetrated by officers appointed during the Martial Law regime 
and that it should thus accentuate the tendency to count Indian life 
and honour as ol little consequence. 

8. That the All India Congress Committee unhesitatingly rejects 
the conclusion of the majority that the Punjab was in a state of 
open rebellion and accepts the conslusions of the minority and the 
Indian member of the Government of India to the contrary. 

9. That the All India Congress Committee considers that the 
Government of India and the Punjab Government grievously erred in 
proclaiming Martial Law in the Punjab in every case after the 
disturbances bad been c^uelled, in allqwing it to be inhumanly admi’ni^- 
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^ered, and in continuing its adminstration for periods altogether too 
long, 

10. That the All India Congress Committee is clearly of opinion 
that Satyagraha was not responsible in any manner or degree for 
the disturbances in the Punjab and elsewhere and entirely dissents 
from the conclusions of the majority and minority of the Hunter 
Committee on this point; on the contrary the Committee places its 
emphatic conviction on record that the teachings of Mr. Gandhi and 
the Satyagraha movement expreised a great rcstrainsng influence on 
the people in all parts of the country during a period of anxiety and 
excitement 

11. (o) That All India Congress Committee regrets to learn that 
nearly 88 persons who were imprisoned in connection with last year’s 
troubles in the Punjab and under sentences of Martial Law Tribunals 
are still undergoing imprisonment, and requests His Excellency the 
Viceroy and His Honour the Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab 
to set them at liberty in conformity with His Majesty’s Gracious 
Proclamation of December last. 

(h) That, in view of the special circumstances of the cases 
of Ratan Chand and Bugga Chaudhri, the Committee appeals to the 
Government of India and the Punjab Government to stop their 
contemplated transportation to the Andaman Islands. 

12. That a Sub-Committce consisting of the following gentlemen 
be appointed to collect funds for progapanda and other work in 
connection with the wrongs of the Punjab. (The names have been 
omitted). 

V^13. The All India Congress Committee is emphatically of 
opinion that the peace terms offered to Turkey conritute a flagrant 
violation of the solemn pledges of His Majesty’s Government, and 
are in complete disregard of the principle of national self-determina¬ 
tion accepted by the allied powers and of the Muslim religious 
sentiment in India. Having regard to the fact that the resources of 
India were freely used during the war in Asia the Committee 
deplores that their employment should have eventuated, under the 
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terms of the said treaty, in the virtual destruction of the power and 
prestige of the Khilafat and the removal of the Holy Places of Islam 
from the custody and control of the Khalifa and their being placed 
under Christian influence or control. 

The Committee strongly urges that, in the interest of peace and 
contentment in India, the terms of the Turkish Treaty should be 
revised to bring them into conformity with the said pledges and the 
just sentiments of Indian Mussulmans. 

14. This Committee resolves that in view of the general situation 
in India with reference to Indian public feeling on the Turkish Peace 
terms, the action of His Majesty’s Government regarding the Punjab 
atrocities and the policy being pursued in giving effect to the Reform 
Scheme through the proposed draft Rules and Regulations, a 
Special Session of the Congress be convened at Calcutta as early as 
possible and not later than the 15th September, 1920, to consider 
the adoption of a policy of non-cooperation or of any other suitable 
course of action. 

15. That the Provincial Congress Committees be invited to 
submit as early as possible to the General Secretaries their views 
on the principle and programme of non-cooperation and that this 
Committee should meet to consider those views some time before 
the Special Session of the Congress

carry out the Re- list of such holders of titles and 
solution. honorary offices, and a small deputa¬ 

tion of the leading non-co-operationists should wait 
upon such holders, and with all respect and humility, 
urge upon them the necessity of surrendering their 
titles and honorary offices for the good of the country. 
No undue pressure of any kind whatsoever should be 
exercised. Violence of language should be scrupulously 
avoided, and lists of those who have not surrendered 
their titles and offices should be furnished to the 
provincial head-quarters for publication. Those who 
have already surrendered their titles and honorary 
offices will be expected to induce others to do like¬ 
wise. Those who hold such titles and offices and 
who have voted for non-co-operation are naturally 
expected immediately to surrender their titles and 
offices, mentioning the purpose, viz., the resolution 
of the Congress. 


(b) Boycott of Government Functions .— (t) Depu¬ 
tations and public meetings to ask Durbaris to have 
their names removed from the list. (2) Deputations 
and public meetings to be organised on the occasion 
of a levee. Durbar or such other function in order to 
urge upon persons likely to attend them, the necessity 
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of abandoning thie idea for the good of tHc country. 
(3) When any function is being organized by Go¬ 
vernment, a local body, an association, or any private 
individual, in honour of an officer of Government, 
similar steps should be taken to induce people not 
to attend such a function. Deputations and public 
meetings should also be organised to request local 
bodies, associations or private individuals not to 
give any address to any officer of Government, or 
hold or organise any function in his honour. 

(c) Boycott of schools and colleges aided or 
controlled by the Government .—We advise gradual 
withdrawal of boys and girls from schools and col¬ 
leges and earnest attempts to establish National Insti¬ 
tutions. Meanwhile reliance should be placed upon 
private education and where even that is not available 
or possible for want of means, boys should be 
apprenticed to patriotic merchants or artizans. Vig¬ 
orous propaganda should be organised and carried 
on amongst the parents, schoolmasters and school¬ 
boys who are over the age of i 8 years. Canvassing 
should go on for volunteer teachers, and where 
parents and schools other than those under direct 
Government control agree, those schools should give 
immediate notice to the Government dispensing with 
all control or aid by way of inspection or otherwise. 
They should be conducted as national schools with 
such modifications in the training as local circum¬ 
stances may require. If men of education take 
interest in this movement of truly nationalising our 
education, local committees of inspection and guidance 
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be formed ultimately resulting in provincial or 
district universities. Lists of parents who have with¬ 
drawn their children, or boys who have themselves 
withdrawn, and of schoolmasters who have resigned, 
and lists of local schools established, as also of 
volunteer teachers, should be sent to the provincial 
head-quarters and should be published, 

(N. B.) By ‘a National Institution’ is meant any 
educational institution that does not receive any aid 
from Government, is not in any way controlled or 
inspected by Government, and is not affiliated to any 
University established by Government. 

(d) Boycott of lazv courts .—Those lawyers who 
suspend practice and who require to be supported, 
should be supported by the nation, either by utilising 
their services for national schools, or in connection 
with private arbitration or for propaganda work. A 
deputation such as has been suggested for holders 
of titles etc., should also wait upon lawyers and 
ascertain their wishes. Lists of lawyers in each town 
or district should be prepared marking out those 
who may suspend their practice and forwarded to the 
provincial head-quarters for publication. 

Lawyers should help in inducing parties not only 
■to refer future disputes to arbitration but also to 
withdraw cases now pending in the British Courts 
and submit them to the National Arbitration Courts. 

District Committees should make lists of lawyers 
and other prominent citizens commanding public con- 
fidettfie Who are to preside- over Arbitration Courts. 
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As there is at present no machinery to enforce 
the orders of Arbitration Courts, some kind of social 
boycott should be imposed on parties who fail to 
carry out such orders. 

It has been pointed out that certain lawyers who 
are ready and willing to suspend their practice 
immediately, are not in a position to do so completely 
at a moment’s notice, as they have already entered 
into engagements from which, as honourable men, they 
cannot withdraw without the consent of their clients. 
In these cases the lawyers will be expected to attend 
only to such engagements and to make every endeav* 
our to cease to practice completely at the earliest 
possible date. 

(e) Boycott of Councils .—The boycott of coun¬ 
cils being of immediate importance, it requires the 
greatest concentration of energy to make it as com¬ 
plete as possible. Candidates who have already come 
forward should be approached by deputations re¬ 
questing them to withdraw their candidature and 
electors should be approached to sign the following 
form:— 

“ In view and in virtue of the resolution of the 
Special Session of the National Congress and the All- 

India Moslem League wc being voters in the. 

electoral district of.for election to the reformed 

councils hereby place on record our desire that we do 
not wish to be represented at the Provincial Legisla¬ 
tive Council (or the Legislative Assembly or the 
Council pf State), and hereby inform uU candidate? 
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for election that if they seek election in spite of our 
wishes to the contrary, they will not represent us. 
We do hereby declare further that we do not desire 
to be represented on any legislative bodies until full 
Swaraj is established, which alone can make impossible 
the repetition of the Punjab atrocities and breach of 
solemn pledges as in the matter of the Khilafat. 

Lists of those who have withdrawn their candi¬ 
dature and those who persist should be forwarded 
to the provincial head-quarters. Greatest care should 
be taken to put the pros and cons before the voters 
prior to asking them to sign the above-mentioned 
form which should be translated in the vernacular of 
the district concerned. 

(/) Recruiting of Labour for Mesopotamia .— 
Propaganda should be carried on by workers among 
those who are likely to offer themselves for such 
services, placing before them the true situation, and 
then letting them make their choice, 

{g) Boycott of Foreign Goods .—Every Non-co¬ 
operator is in duty bound to simplify his or her wants 
and dispense with all luxuries that are depended on 
the use of foreign articles. 

(A) Swadeshi .—We attach great importance to 
Swadeshi in the form of revival of hand-spinning 
and hand-weaving and distribution of cloth so manu¬ 
factured. Thousands of workers need special train¬ 
ing for this work. Ladies of high station especially 
should be induced to take up hand-spinhing and to 
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use only sucK cloth as can be woven out of hand-spun 
yarn. Classes should be formed in every street. 
Spinning wheels can be manufactured by any or¬ 
dinary carpenter. Those taking up this branch of 
work should communicate with the manager of 
Satyagrahashram, Sabarmati, near Ahmedabad. 

In order to advance the cause of Swadeshi and to 
check the importation of foreign cloth, deputations 
should wait on Indian mill-owners with a view to 
securing reduction of the present high price. 

(i) Sivaraj Ftind .—It is very necessary that a 
National Fund should be established for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the Congress resolution. 
Funds will be required for propaganda work, for 
encouraging Swadeshi, for establishing national 
schools and for supporting lawyers who have sus¬ 
pended their practice and are unable to support them¬ 
selves. Provincial Congress Committees with the 
help of District and other organisations should there¬ 
fore make every endeavour to collect funds and sub¬ 
mit monthly reports of receipts and expenditure to 
the All-India Congress Committee. 

(;) Vol untcer Corps. —Provincial, District and 
Town organisations should form volunteer corps for 
the purpose of disciplining the people and maintaining 
order. 

(J{) P'inally we would advise that where there 
is a sufficient number of workers a batch should 
specialise in order to make one particular item 
successful. Where the workers are not sufficient.

The rules shall provide for the organization of 
electorates and shall prescribe the procedure to be 
adopted for securing the proportional representation 
(by a single transferable vote) of every variety of 
political opinion. 

The rules framed by each Provincial Congress 
Committee shall be sent to the General Secretaries 
of the Congress not later than the 30th April 1921, 
which rules shall be published for general informa¬ 
tion by the Secretaries as soon as possible after the 
receipt thereof.

If, however, the Recep¬ 
tion Committee is unable to accept the President 
recommended by the Provincial Congress Committees 
or in case of emergency by resignation, death or 
otherwise of the President elected in this manner, 
the matter shall forthwith be referred by it to the 
All-India Congress Committee whose decision shall 
be arrived at, as far as possible, before the end of 
September. In either case the election shall be final, 
provided that in no case shall the person so elected as 
President belong to the province in which the Con¬ 
gress is to be held. 

The President of a special or extraordinary 
session shall be elected by the All-India Congress 
Committee subject to the same proviso.

mittee not later than six months from the termination 
of the Congress to the All-India Congress Com¬ 
mittee. 

Article XIX .— 

The All-India Congress Committee shall consist

The ex-officio members shall be past Presidents of 
the Congress and General Secretaries and Treasurers 
of the Congress. 

Each Provincial Congress Committee shall elect 
the allotted number of members of the All-India 
Congress Committee from among the members of 
the Congress Committees within its jurisdiction. 

The allotment shifll be on the basis of population 
according to the linguistic re-distribution of pro¬ 
vinces, or in such other manner as may appear more 
equitable to the All- India Congress Committee, and 
shall be published by the All-India Congress Com¬ 
mittee before the 31st day of January 1921. 
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The method of election shall be the same as 
already prescribed for the election of delegates. 

Election to the All-India Congress Committee 
shall ordinarily take place in the month of Novem¬ 
ber.

his visit. 

While the All-India Congress Committee consi¬ 
ders it its painful duty to tender the above advice to 
the people, it desires to place on record its opinion 
that India bears no sort of feeling against the person 
of His Royal Highness, and that this advice is ten¬ 
dered because the committee regards the proposed 
visit as a political move, and. calculated to give 
strength, and support to a system of government that 
has resulted in a breach of faith with the Mussal- 
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mans of India and atrocious injustice to the people 
of India as during the Martial I,aw days in 1919 in 
the Punjab, and a system that is designed to keep 
India as long as possible fron her birthright of 
Swaraj. 


II. (a) The All-India Congress Committee 
desires to tender its congratulations

(4) to induce by special encouragement weavers 
who have given up their calling to return to it, 

(5) to take a census of cotton carders and to 
induce them to prepare cards for spinning, 

(6) to open depots for the supply of khaddar, 
spinning wheels, hand-looms and all accessories re¬ 
quired for spinning and weaving, 

(7) to collect foreign cloth from consumers for 
destruction or use outside India, at their option, 

(c) The All-India Congress Committee invites 
the mill agents and shareholders of the great 
spinning and weaving companies in Bombay, 
Ahmedabad and elsewhere to support the national 
effort by regulating the price of their manufactures, 
so as to bear proportion to the wages of mill hands 
and other expenditure, and so as to be within the 
reach of the poorest, and trusts that in no case will 
they raise the price beyond the prevailing rates. 

(d) The All-India Congress Committee invites

I. All funds of the Congress shall, subject to 
the payment of existing liabilities, be treated as part 
of the All-India Tilak Memorial Swarajya Bund and 
transferred to that iTmd. 

II. All contributions to the All-India Tilak Memo¬ 
rial Swarajya ITind shall be used for the purpose 
of financing the Indian National Service and the 
Non-Co-operation movement in general, and sliall be 
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administered by the various Provincial Congress 
Committees and the All-India Congress Committee. 

III. The Provincial Congress Committees shall 
remit to the Treasurers of the All-India Congress 
Committee 25% of their collections not later than 
a fortnight after the collections arc made, and shall 
administer in their respective provinces the remaining

XIII. That with regard to the C. P. (Hindustani) 
members of the All-India Congress Committee, the

Congress Committees be requested to forward to 
the General Secretary their views and recommenda¬ 
tions. 

XIV. That the application of the Berar Provin¬ 
cial Congress Committee for more representation on 
the All-India Congress Committee cannot be enter¬ 
tained as this committee was over represented under 
the old Constitution, and is also, in the opinion of 
the Working Committee, over-represented under the 
present Constitution. 

XV. This Committee, having carefully con¬ 
sidered the student movement in all its bearings, is of

(0 and, for those students who dcsiie to devote them¬ 
selves to immediate national service in the way of 
village oiganization etc , lo gi\c them a short coinse 
of training to fii them for the purpose 

XVI. This Commillce advises Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committees to organise, for their respective 
provinces, the Indian National Service contemplated 
in the Non-Co-operation resolution and, in so doing, 
to ensure the fulfilment of the following minimum 
requirements :— 

(i) Candidates should possess a competent knowledge of 
the vernacular of their province and hand spinning, and 
an elementary knowledge of the economic, social and 
political condition of this country to the satisfaction 
pf the Board to be appointed by the Provincial Cop- 
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gress Committee and approved by the All-India Con¬ 
gress Committee, and consisting of at least one doctor, 
one educationist and one businessman. 

(2) Candidates should be free from any incurable disease 
or habit that would interfere with the due discharge 
of their duties. 

(3) Candidates should produce to the satisfaction of the 
said Board a certificate of character signed by at 
least two respectable men of their districts. 

(4) Candidates should promise to devote their whole time 
and attention to the service entrusted to them from 
time to time. 

(5) A candidate should be liable to instant dismissal for 

neglect of duty, breach of discipline, dishonesty or 
non-compliance with the requirements of the Non- 
Co-operation resolution applicable to him or her. 

(6) Contracts should be for the current year. 

(7) Candidates should receive no more than what is re¬ 

quired for the maintenance of their dependents and 
themselves and, in no case, more than Rs. 50 per 
month. 

(8) No candidate should be approved who is found to be 

heavily in debt or who has a family that cannot be rea¬ 
sonably supported by a monthly honorarium of Rs. 50. 

(q) No candidate shall be appointed who does not comply 
or has not complied with the requirements of the 
Non-Co-operation resolution especially applicable to 
him or her. 

(10) Candidates should not be under the age of 18. 

(it) All candidates approved by the said Board shall sign 
the contracts in triplicate, one copy to be filed at the 
office of the Provincial Congress Committee, one to 
be filed with the All-Indi?i Congress Committee not 
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later than eight days after the signing of the contract, 
and one to be retained by the approved candidate. 

(12) Each candidate shall receive a letter of appointment 
and instructions to be signed by the Chairman of the 
Provincial Congress Committee, which shall include 
specific directions for the strictest observance of non¬ 
violence in word and deed and the details of service 
to be performed by the candidates selected. 

XVII. That the Model Rules published in 
Young India 0/ the r2th January 1921 be recom¬ 
mended for adoption by the Provincial Congress Com- 
mittees with such modifications as they consider 
necessary and that the following clause be included 
in those rules:—That 100 be the number fixed for 
the strength of the Provincial Congress Committee 
and that 75 members out of 100 be elected directly by 
the Congress Committees and the remaining 25 be 
elected by those 75 members. 

XVIII. That the All-India Congress Committee 
do meet in the first week of April at Allahabad. 

XIX. That the next meeting of the Working 
Committee be held at Bezwada on Thursday the 
3rd March 1921. 

XX. Read the following telegram dated the 
31st January 1921 from Syt. C. Rajagopalachariar:— 

“ Regret unable attend meeting. Selected full time public 
workers for Tamil, Kerala part Karnatak about hundred, of 
whom about forty lawyers suspending practice. Pending collec¬ 
tion Tilak Fund sanction drawing five thousand six hundred 
per month. Students’ movement progressing rapidly though

Resolved that a sum of Rs. 8, 600 be advanced 
to Tamil, Kerala and the Karnatak parts of the 
Madras Presidency for one month for the present, 
and for future advances the matter be placed before 
the next meeting of the Working Committee. 


Resolutions passed by the IVorking Committee at 
Bezwada on the 31st March and ist April ip2i. 

I. That, in the absence of the Joint Treasurer, 
Seth Jamnalal Bajaj do have power to deposit 
money in a safe and suitable bank of his 
own choice in his own name. Resolved further that 
Seth Jamnalal Bajaj be empowered to appoint on 
his own responsibility the Agent of his firm for 
the time being as his substitute in dealing with the 
Congress Fund. 

A'ote :—It was the unanimous sense of the meeting that 
the time had not yet arrived for non-payment of taxes. 

II. Read letter of Mr. A. Fenner Brockvvay re¬ 
garding the dissemination of news in the United King¬ 
dom and resolved that the matter do lie over to await 
Mr. Ben C. Spoor’s letter and further correspondence 
if necessary. 
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III. Read Mr. Patel’s letter dated 24-3-21 and the 
whole correspondence. Resolved, in view of the fact 
that his statement does not enable the Committefe 
to find out the exact state of accounts in this connet- 
tion and that Mr. Patel has not alluded to the two 
items of £650 and £700 mentioned in Mr. Boraanji’s 
letter, that Mr. Patel be requested to be so good as 
to furnish the Committee with a fuller and more 
detailed account and statement of the whole of his 
receipts and expenditure in connection with his 
deputation. 

IV. Read letter of Mr. Deep Narayah Singh, 
Secretary. Labour Sub-Committee, asking for a sum 
of Rs. 1,500 to meet advertising and travelling ex¬ 
penses and resolved that the application be referred 
to the Labour Sub-Committee for favour of report 
to be considered at the next meeting. 

V. Read letter dated 18-3-21 of Pandit Mohan- 
lal Nehru, Secretary, U.P. Provincial Congress Com¬ 
mittee, asking for a loan of Rs. 6,000 for carrying on 
propaganda and collecting fhnds, and resolved that a 
lump sum of Rs. 6,000 be advaUced ahd that the satne 
be payable before the end of June.

VI. That the Working Committee do meet on 
Tuesday the 14th June 1921 at Bombay. 

VII. That the invitations of the Sholapur and 
Fucknow Districc Congress Committees regarding the 
next meeting of the All- India Congress Committee 
be considered at the next meeting of the Working 
Committee to be held at Bombay. 

VIII. In the opinion of the Working Com¬ 
mittee of the All-India Congress Committee it is 
not open to any one to become an original member of 
more than one Congress body or to become a can¬ 
didate of more than one constituency, provided that 
no one whose name appears on any Congress register 
is precluded from becoming a member of Congress 
Committees of various grades. Thus A cannot be 
enrolled on more than one Congress register or stand 
for election as a member of more than one parallel 
body but he can be a member, for instance, of a 
District Committee, a Provincial Committee and 
the All-India Congress Committee at the same time. 

IX. The Working Committee of^he All-India 
Congress Committee resolves that in provinces where 
Provincial Congress Committees have not been pro¬ 
perly formed in accordance with the terms of the new 
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constitution it is open to snl)si(liary bodies to collect 
the All-India 'i'dak Memorial Svvarajya Fund and 
send 25% of such collection directly to the Treasurer 
of the All-India Congress Committee without delay. 

X. In the opinion of the Working Committee of 
the All-India Congress Committee it is the duty of all 
national institutions, educational and others, whether 
conducted under the aegis of the Congre>s organisa¬ 
tion or otherwise, but controlled by non-co-opera- 
tors, and including Provincial Congress Committees, 
to render to the local public a detailed monthly state¬ 
ment of their income and expenditure and to forward 
to the office of the All-India Congress Committee 
a copy thereof every month.

I. Telegram to be sent to the City Congress 
Committee, 1 .ahore, that no civil disobedience should 
be undertaken until the All India Congress Committee 
decides it after full consideration. 

II. The General Secretary is requested to pay to 
the India Newspaper Company, Limited, the 
amount legally payable without further reference to 
this Committee. 

III. Regarding the Information Bureau scheme, 
the following cable to be sent:— 

“ Scheme considered unacceptable. Establishment bureau 
unauthorised. Committee repudiates all liability.” 

IV. The correspondence regarding Mr. Palcl’s 
deputation accounts is recorded. 

V. The ne.xt meeting of the All-India Congress 
Committee be held at 8 .\, m. on Friday, July 22 at 
Lucknow, 

VI A reference has been made to the Working 
Committee as to the distribution of the funds collected 
in various provinces and as to whether certain collec¬ 
tions made for local purposes can be regarded as part 
of the All-India Tilak Memorial Swarajya Fund. 
With regard to this the Working Committee is of 
opinion that it is advisable that a certain proportion, 
being not less than 50%, should be retained by the 
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districts or tchsils, whichever may be the contri¬ 
buting unit. This does not apply to large cities such 
as Bombay, Calcutta, etc. 

Collections made for or donations given to local 
institutions or for other local needs arising out of 
non-co-operation may be retained wholly by the 
organizers and at their instance be considered part 
of the All-India Tilak Memorial Swarajya I'und. It 
is open to donors of this fund to earmark their 
donations whether in respect of the object or the 
place of utilization, so long as the donation is not 
inconsistent with the objects of the Fund. 

VII In view of the misunderstanding as to the 
interpretation and meaning of the Congress resolution 
regarding lawyers and law courts, the Working 
Committee resolves that non-co*opcrators should, in 
the event of prosecution or a civil suit being brought 
against them, not participate in the proceedings 
beyond making before the court a full statement of 
facts in order to establish their innocence before the 
public. The W'^orking Committee is further of opinion 
that where security is demanded from noivco-ope- 
rators under the provisions of the Cr. P. Code they 
shall refuse furnishing such security and offer to 
undergo imprisonment. 

In the opinion of the W'orkiug Committee the 
Congress resolution precludes non-co-operating law¬ 
yers from appearing as counsel with or without pay¬ 
ment. 
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VIII The resignations of Sriyul A.C. Mazumdar, 
ex-oflicio member, All-India Congress Committee, and 
Sriyut Deep Narayan Singh, Secretary Labour Sub¬ 
committee be accepted. 

IX. The Working Committee draws the attention 
of all the Provincial Congress Committees to clause 
3 of Article VIII of the Constitution and advises 
them to base the strength of their delegates to the 
Congress on the Census figures of 1911. 

X. Resolved that in electing delegates to the 
Congress and provincial and other conferences and 
members to the All-India Congress Committee and 
other Congress bodies consisting of representatives, 
all Provincial and other Congress Committees be 
advised to give full effect to the proportion fixed in 
the Lucknow Compact with reference to Mahomedan 
representation on the Legislative Councils. 

XI. Resolved that with reference to the Llathras 
Congress committee, the Secretaries of the Delhi and 
U. P. Provincial Congress Committees be requested to 
confer together and send joint proposals. 

XII. The attention of the U.P. Provincial Congress 
Committee is invited to the last clause of resolution 
10 passed by the Working Committee at Bezwada, 
and this Committee resolves that, in view of the letter 
having been received from the Delhi Provincial 
Congress Committee in terms of that resolution, the 
letter might be given effect to by transferring the 
proportion (,f members on the All-India Congress 
Committee belonging to the transferred districts. 
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Xni. The application of K. C. 1. and Ajincr- 
Merwara Provincial Congress Coniinittec for the 
remission of part of 25% of their 'J'ilak Swarajya 
Fund collections cannot be granted. 

XIV. Sriyut J^adamraj Jain’s letter regarding 
the administration of the Tilak Svvarajya Fund in 
Bengal is referred for disposal (o .Seth Janinalal 
Bajaj. 

XV. In the opinion of this Coininiltce it 
is open to the Provincial Congress Committees to 
spend any part (jf the Tilak Swarajya l'‘itnd adminis¬ 
tered by them for any purpose that maj' further the 
cause of non-co-operation. 

XVI The letter of Sriyuts I. B. Sen, B. K. Fahiri 
and Das Gupta regarding model rules is recorded. 

XVtl. The suggestion of the Secretary R. C. I. 
and Ajmcr-Mcrwara Provincial Congress Committee 
regarding the declaration of the first week of July 
as a national week, is not acce])tcd. 

XVIIT. With reference to a question raised as to 
the propriety of Indians assisting the British Govern¬ 
ment in the event of its re-opening active hostilities 
against the Turkish Government at Angora, the 
Working Committee is of opinion that consistently 
with the non-co-operation resolution adopted by the 
special session of the Congress at Calcutta, it is the 
duty of every Indian to refrain from helping the 
British Government in the prosecution of such hostili¬ 
ties in direct defiance of Musalman opinion and it is 
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therefore the duty of the Indian soldier class to 
decline to serve in connection therewith.' 

XIX. The Working Committee of the All-India 
Congress Committee authorises Seth Jamnalal Bajaj, 
or any other person duly authorised by him in this 
behalf, to operate on deposits of the All-India Tilak 
Memorial Swarajya b'und in all banks. 

Notwithstanding the above authority it is distinctly 
understood that Seth Jamnalal Bajaj is responsible 
for the monies to whichsoever agent he might give 
authority to draw on the banks.

That the Secretary of the Karnatak Provincial 
Congress Committee be requested to serve as Sec¬ 
retary to the Committee for the purpose. 

II. Resolved that the differences between the 
Karnatak and Andhra ITovinces in the matter of 
the affiliation of the Bellary district be referred to 
an Arbitration Committee consisting of two repre* 
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sentativcs from each of Ihc rrovincial Congress 
Committees, with an umpire to he chosen l)y the four 
and to report within a month to the Working 
Committee. 

III. With reference to the Sikh representation in 
Congress organizations, the Working Committee 
notes that the instructions given at its meeting on 
the T4th and r5th of June iQ-’I, regarding the f.uck- 
now compact, were purely of an advisory nature. 
'I'he Working Committee therefore re(|ucsts the Pun¬ 
jab Provincial Congress Committee to guard the 
communal representation of the Sikhs in any future 
elections in accordance with the spirit of the l.uckuow 
Compact. 

[V. Resolved that Srijut Sopariwalla be and is 
hereby appointed auditor to examine the accounts 
of the Provincial Congress Committees in accorelance 
with the instructions to be given to him by the W'ork- 
ing Secretary from time to time. 

V. The Working Committee appoints Srijut 
Sopariwalla also to audit the accounts of the All- 
India Congress Committee. 

VI. The W^irking Committee requests all the 
Provincial Congress Committees to make up their ac¬ 
tual accounts up to August 31st, and have the audited 
accounts ready on or before September 30th for ex¬ 
amination by the All-India auditor. 

VII. The travelling allowance and remunera¬ 
tion, if any, of Srijut Sopariwalla will be fixed by 
the Treasurers. 
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VIII. That Soth Jainiialal ilajaj ami Mr. Umar 
Sol)ani, who have already been appointed as Trea¬

Swarajya Fund accounts as are hereby granted to 
the said Seth Jamnalal Bajaj and Air. Umar Sobani, 

IX. That Fala l.ajpat Fai and Pandit Alotilal 
Nehru be authorised to represent this Committee 
and to discuss with Pandit Aladan Mohan Alalaviya 
the matter of the monies collected for Punjab 
Relief, handed over by Swami Shradhanand and 
now in the hands of the Allahabad Seva Samiti. 

X. That the contributions towards the cost of 
Privy Council appeals made by persons accused of 
offences under the Alartial Law in the Punjab be 
refunded to such of them as desire it after deducting 
therefrom the proportionate cost actually incurred 
in each ease and that the deficit, if any, be met from 
the general Punjab Inquiry and Relief Fund. Re¬ 
solved further that Pandit Aladan Alohan Alalaviya 
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and Pandit Alolilal Nchni bo requcstod to close the 
Pani«ab accounts after makinf:^ the said payments and 
lay them l)cforc this Committee with a view to the 
final disposal of the balance in hand. 

X [. The accounts of costs incurred in Kn.e:land on 
matters connected with the adminisiralion of Martial 
Paw in the Punjab furnished by Ab's^rs. Barrow, 
Rogers and Nevill do not enable th(' Committee to 
understand them with a view to their acceptance and 
the Committee requests Pandit Motilal Xadiru to 
correspond with Messrs. Barrow, Rogers and Nevill 
on the subject. 

Xrr. That the representation of Bond Brothers 
as to the non-payment of their dues by the Reception 
Committee of the Amritsar Congress be referred to 
I.ala T.ajpat Rai and the Company he informed ac¬ 
cordingly. 

XIII. With reference to the letter received from 
the Ilathras Congress Committee, the Secretary of 
the said Committee be informed that Uathras is at 
liberty to affiliate itself to the IXdhi Province if so 
advised, but that its transfer from the V. P. shall be 
without prejudice to the redistribution of scats in the 
All-India Congress Committee arrived at by the U. P. 
Provincial Congress Committee in terms of the re¬ 
solution No. IS of the Working Committee dated the 
14th and 13th of June 1921. 

XIV. A sum of Rs. 10,000 be granted to 
the Utkal Provincial Congress Conimittce for general 
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N. C. O. purposes to supplement their funds. 
The Committee is requested to report the dis¬ 
bursements of this sum and to submit a detailed 
estimate of further expenditure at the time of making 
a further demand. 

XV. With reference to the application for famine 
relief from the Punjab and any such other applica¬ 
tions that may come before the All-Tndia Congress 
Committee, the Working Committee allocates for all 
provinces one lakh of rupees, and out of this sum 
votes Rs. 25,000 (twenty-five thousand) for the 
Punjab, with instructions to all Committees in charge 
of famine relief that such relief should be principally 
distributed with a view to advancing Swadeshi and 
that such funds be administered through the sole 
agency of the Congress Committees. 

XVI. That a Sub-Committee consisting of the 
following gentlemen be appointed to consider the 
proposition of preparing a schctiie for the dissemina¬ 
tion of news in India:— 

(1) Lala Lajpat Rai. 

(2) Moulana Mohamed All, 

(3) I’andit Motilal Nchiu. 

At this stage the President expressed tire opinion that the 
elections to the All-India Congress Committee held in Bengal 
and Madias were illegal and ultra vires and declared his inten¬ 
tion to give hi.s reasons in writing later on. 

Mahatma Gandhi then proposed the following resolution :— 

XVn. Without prejudice to the constitutional 
questions relating to the elections to the All-Indiq 
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Congress Commitlce held in Bengal and Madras last 
month and without going into the merits thereof, in 
view of the fact that fresh elections must take place 
in or before November next all over India, and in 
view of the fact that a heavy intensive programme is 
at present set before all Congress organizations, this 
Committee considers it undesirable, in the interests 
of the country, to disturb the said elections and 
advises such persons from Bengal and Madras as 
feel themselves aggrieved to co-operate with the 
provincial organizations in both the provinces with 
a view to the prosecution of the programme to a 
successful issue. 

I’lic motion wab duly bccondcd bv Moulana Mohamed All. 

Siijut Patel objected tliat, in view of the JVcbident’b rulinj;, 
the motion was not in older. After bome dibcu^bioii, the Prcbi- 
dent left the meeting to write a .statement of hib reasons, 
liefore leaving he asked Pandit Molilal Nehru to take his 
place during his absence. After some discusbion the 
motion was ruled in order and beir»o put to the vote was 
passed by a majority, one voting against and one not voting. 

XVIII. All applications for grants be disposed 
of by a commitlee consisting of:— 

iMahatliia Gandhi, 

Pandit Motilal Nehtu and 

Seth Jamnalal 13 aia]. 

At this stage the President, Sriiut Vijlaraghavachariai, re* 
turned to the meeting and resumed the chair. 

XIX. With reference to the complaint of Srijut 
J. M. Mehta of Bombay that the elections of the 
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office-bearers of the Bombay Provincial Congress 
Committee that took place on the jylh April 19JI, 
arc void and should therefore be held afresh, it was 
resolved that Sj. Mehta be requested to submit a 
written statement of his reasons and to be present at 
the next meeting of the Working Committee. 

XX. That the letter asking for travelling al¬ 
lowances for the members of the All-Tndia Congress 
Committee from Srijuts C. R. Das and J. M. Mehta, 
the letter from M. Yakub Ali Khan regarding an 
All-India organization of volunteers, the letter from 
Sjt. Gauri Shanker Bhargava, Secretary, Najputana 
Provincial Congres.s Committee asking for larger 
representation of his province on the All-India Con¬ 
gress Committee etc., and the letter from Babu 
Bhagwan Das of Benares formulating a scheme for 
Swarajya, be recorded. 

XXI. That the next meeting of the W’orking 
Committee be held at Patna on the lOth of August. 

Aftci the meeting was dissolved and all tlie'meinbois except 
Sjt. RajaKopalaciian h.ad left, the Piesident dictated the 
following note to the \ssistant .Secielary .— 

‘‘ riie I’icsident delivered Ins ruling oially that the elections 
to the .\ 1 I-India Congiess Coniniittee hy the liengal and Madias

I. That the minutes of the last meetings of the 
Working Committee held at J)ombay on July 31st. 
and August Jnd. be confirmed. 

II. That the resignations of vSyls. Jairamdas 
Doulatram, Choithram and Prof. (iidwani of their 
seats on the All-India Congress Committee be accepted 
and copies of the same be forwarded to the Sindh 
Provincial Congress Committee with a view to con¬ 
ducting fresh elections, the attention of the Provin¬ 
cial Congress Committee being drawn to resolution 
No. 13 of the Working Committee held on the T4th 
and 15th June 19 ji. 

[II. That the resignations of vSyts. Makhanlal 
Chaturvedi (Hindustani C, P. ) and R. R. Pathak 
(Marathi C. P.) of their scats on the All-Jndia 
Congress Committee and the new elections by the 
provinces in their places of M. Akbar Khan and Syt. 
N. K. Ambokar respectively be noted. 

IV. The Working Committee, after due consi¬ 
deration of the letter'from Syt. J. M. Mehta stating 
that the resolution No. 8 of the \W;rking Committee, 
dated Allahabad, the loth May 1921, is iiilra rires 
and of no consequence, sees no reason to reconsider 
that resolution. 

V. That the ([uestion of formulating a clear and 
definite foreign policy for India be ad journed for 
special consideration at the next meeting of the 
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Working Coininittoc and in the meanwhile Mahatma 
Gandhi be requested to prepare a note on the subject 
for the consideration of the Working Committee. 

Vd. With reference to Mr. Tyabji’s letter asking 
for extension of time limit for submitting the report 
of the Dharvvar Firing Inquiry Conflnittee to the 
15th of Seiitembcr, the Working Committee is of 
opinion that the matter being urgent there should 
be no extension of time. 

VII. With reference to the letter from Dr. B. S. 
Moonje, General Secretary, Reception Committee, 
Nagpur, resolved that the suggestion of not publish¬ 
ing the names of the delegates and members of the 
Reception Committee be accepted, that the speeches 
of the Chairman, the President and Mahatma Gandhi 
should be published in the languages in which they 
were delivered with translations where they are 
available and that the vernacular reports be secured 
as far as possible. 

VIII. That the General Secretary of the Recep¬ 
tion Committee, Nagpur, be informed that the remit¬ 
tances due to the All-India Congress Committee by 
the Reception Committee have been delayed too long 
and that the accounts and balance be submitted to 
the AU-lndia Congress Committee on or before the 
31st August 1921. 

IX. That the forms submitted by Messrs. C. 11 .

XIII. That the consideration of the letter from 
U. P. Provincial Congress Committee regarding the 
District of Ilardoi (lb lb) requesting permission to 
start Civil Disobedience of orders under Section 144 
be adjourned to the next meeting of the W'orking 
Committee, and in the meanwhile the ITovincial 
Congress Committee be asked as to the action they 
would prefer to take. 

XIV. bVith reference to the letter dated iith 
August 1921 of the Secretary, Alaharashtra Provin¬ 
cial Committee, about collections in different provinces, 
it was resolved that the allocation of the funds collec¬ 
ted in different places depends entirely upon the 
wish of the donors.

to the balance in hand of the old Bombay Pro¬ 
vincial Congress Committee, he admitted by the 
treasurer in (inestion, the share referred to should 
he handed over to the IMaharashtra Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee 

X VI. In the opinion of the Working Committee 
in order to give fidl effect to the resolution of the 
All-India Congress Committee on .Swadeshi, to bring 
about an effective boycott of foreign cloth before the 
30Lh September, it is necessary to collect foreign 
cloth from every house and to set apart volunteers 
under proper control for that purpose. In order to 
cope with the demand for khaddar that must arise 
from the boycott, it is also necessary for every I’rovin- 
cial Congress Committee to set apart and spend 
not le^s than one-fourth of the whole of the collec¬ 
tions made in that province for the All-India 
Tilak Swarajya fund, to organise the spread 
of handspinning, the collection of handspun yarn, 
weaving of khaddar and distribution thereof. 
Th' Working Committee advises all workers to 
concentrate chiefly on boycott and manufacture and 
invites the Provincial Congress Committee to send 
telegraphic weekly reports to the Working Secretary 
of the All-India Congress Committee, giving the 
production of khaddar, the quantity distributed, the 
number of shops selling foreign cloth closed, and of 
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such shopkeepers who may have undertaken to stop 
selling foreign cloth, by the 30th September, and the 
number of shopkeepers stocking Khaddar. 

XVII. The Working Committee regrets to note 
from the information given by the Treasurer that 
many provinces have not yet sent 25^^ of collections 
realised by them to the Working Treasurer, and 
requests such Committees to send the same not later 
than the 3Tst August, and instructs the Working 
Secretary not to aiithonse payment of any grants 
sanctioned by the sub-committee for such provinces 
that cannot produce a certificate of full payment of 
their contribution due to the All-India Congress 
Committee. 

XVIII. That the next meeting of the Working 
Committee be held in Calcutta at 148, Rnssa Road 
on the 6th September at 0 a. m.

\''T. With reference to the letter of the Ciujarat 
Provincial Congress Committee of the 17th August, 
raising the (lucstion of (he necessity of the election 
of the members of the Ali-Tndia Congress Committee 
as delegates, re.solved that in the opinion of the 
Working Committee it is necessary for the members 
of the All-India Congress Committee to be elected 
as delegates in order to entitle (hem to take part in 
the Congress proceedings and, therefore, the Work* 
ing Committee advises the Provincial Congress Com¬ 
mittees in framing their rules for the election of 
delegates to treat the constituency that elects mem¬ 
bers of the All-India Congress Committee as a con¬ 
stituency for the election of delegates to the Cop- 
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gross and regard such inenibcrs of the All-India 
Congress Coniinittec as having been also duly elected 
as delegates to the Congress, and 

VII. that the Working Coininittee desires the 
Provincial Congress Committees to note that it is 
necessary for the President-elect, the ex-Presidents, 
the Treasurers and Secretaries to be elected as 
delegates to entitle them to take part in the Congress 
proceedings. 

VIII. That the adoption of the method of single 
transferable vote, in the matter of the election of 
delegates to the Congress, be left to the option of 
the Provincial Congress Committees. 

IX. With reference to the letter of S}t. J. M. 
Mehta of August 14th, giving his reasons in writing 
regarding his complaint that the elections of the 
office-bearers of the Bomliay Provincial Committee 
held on the 27th April were illegal and ultra vires, 
and the reply of the Bombay Provincial Congress 
Committee to that letter, resolved that a copy of the 
Bombay Provincial Congress Committee's reply be 
forwarded to Syt. J. M. Mehta for rejoinder if he 
desires to follow up the controversy. 

X. With reference to the statement made by 
Syt. Patel during the discussion of the above letter, 
that his name and that of Syt. Mehta were struck 
off the register of membership of the Bombay Pro¬ 
vincial Congress Committee without notice to them 
to exercise their choice of belonging either to the 
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Bombay or to Maharashtra, P. C. C. resolved that a 
letter be written to the Bombay Provincial Congress 
Committee asking them to explain why their names 
were so struck off. 

(While examining the ruleb of the various Piovincial Con¬ 
gress Committees it was decided that with reference to rule 
2$ of the Sind Provincial Congress Committee, the Sind Com 
mittee be referred to resolution VIII of the Woiking Committee 
at Allahabad in May Mr Patel dissented.) 

XI. With reference to the letter of Syt. Mandlik 
of Bombay of the ->5th August asking Dr. Athavale 
now in ffnglaiid to be authorised to collect subscrip¬ 
tions to the Tilak Swarajya Fund, resolved that it 
is not the practice of the Working Committee to 
appoint any agency for collections. 

XII. With reference to Dr. Moonje’s letter of 
the J4th August, resolved that the All-India Congress 
Committee can not accept furniture in lieu of their 
dues from the Reception Committee at Nagpur, and 
that the Riceptiou Committee is bound to discharge 
their dues, and the W^orking Committee invites the 
attention of the Secretary to the fact that National 
Schools all over India are discouraged from using 
chairs and desks. 

XIII. With reference to the correspondence 
asking for the authority of the Working Committee 
for civil di.sobedience in respect of the grazing-tax 
in certain parts of Andhra, resolved that the parties 
concerned be asked to meet Mahatma Gandhi at Mad¬ 
ras during his forthcoming visit to that province, and 
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that the Working Committee authorises the latter 
to approve of civil disobedience, if in his opinion 
the situation warrants such a step consistently with 
perfect observance of non-violence. 

XIV. With reference to the letter of the Gujarat 
Provincial Congress Committee of the lOth August, 
regarding the aOiliation of Culch to Gujarat, resolved 
that the Working Committee have no objection to 
that aihlialion if Sind to which it is alliliatcd at pre¬ 
sent agrees to it. 

XV. That the letters of Syt. S. V. l.alit com¬ 
plaining against the restriction of the number of 
visitors by the Reception Committee at Ahmedabad 
be referred to the said Reception Committee. 

XVI. With reference to the letter of the U. P. 
Provincial Congress Committee of the 3rd September, 
raising the (luestion of the pro])riety of making grants 
by the Congress organisations to private individuals 
engaged in the manufacture of Khaddar for profit, 
resolved that the Working Committee sees no objec¬ 
tion on principle to such grants being made, but is of 
opinion that every case must be strictly judged on 
its own merits. 

XVII. With reference to the letter of the Maha¬ 
rashtra Provincial Congress Committee of the and 
September, asking for reconsideration of resolution 
No. 14 of the Working Committee at Patna, resolved 
that the said resolution stands, and that if any con¬ 
crete cases of injustice in that connection be sub- 
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initted to the W^orking Committee, the Committee 
will !)e prepared to investigate them.

That the Working Committee thanks 
Alessrs Bhavani Shankar Niyogi, Abbas Tyabji 
and S. S. Setlur, the Commissioners appointed on the 
Dharwar Firing Inquiry Sub-Committee, fur their 
careful and prompt report. 

XXII. That the next meeting of the Working 
Committee be held at Satyagrahashram, Ahmcdabad 
on the 0th October at 11 A. ]M. 

XXllI. The Working Committee requests the 
Provincial Congress Committees of Punjab and Ben- 
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gal to take immediate steps to recover from the 
parties concerned the proportion of delegation fees 
due to the All-India Congress Committee in respect 
of the ordinary session of the Congress at Amritsar, 
in December 1919, and the special session held in 
Calcutta in September 1920, respectively. 

XXIV. TI>at the resolutions of the Patna meeting 
of the W'orking Committee be eonlirmed. 

XXV. The W'orking Committee places on record 
its sense of deep regret over the deeds of violence 
done by jNloplahs in certain areas of jMalabar, these 
deeds being evidence of the fact that there arc still 
people in India who have not understood the message 
of the Congress and the Central Khilafal Committee, 
and calls upon every Congress and Khilafat worker 
to spread the said mes.sagc of non-violence even 
under the gravest provocation throughout the length 
and breadth of India. 

W'hilst, however, condemning violence on the 
part of the Afoplahs the W orking Committee desires 
it to be known that the evidence in its possession 
shows that provocation beyond endurance was given 
to the Moplahs and thar the reports published by and 
on behalf of the Government have given one-sided and 
highly exaggerated accounts of the wrongs done by 
the Moplahs and an understatement of the needless 
destruction of life resorted to by the Government in 
the name of peace and order. 

The Working Committee regrets to find that there 
Iiave beep instapccs of so called forcible conyersiop 
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by some fanatics among the Moplahs, but warns the 
public against believing in the Government and in¬ 
spired versions. The report before the Committee 
says:— 

“ The families which have been reported to have 
been forcibly converted into Mohamedanism lived in the 
neighbourhood of Manjeri. It is clear that conversions weie 
foiced upon Hindus by a fanatic gang which w’as ahvays 
opposed to the Khilafat and non-co opeiation movement, and 
there were only thiee cases so far as our information goes/’ 

It has been reported to the W^orking Committee 
that the disturbances took place only in areas in which 
Congress and Khilafat activities were prohibited and 
that the Congress and the Khilafat workers tried 
their best at considcralde risk to themselves to check 
the mob-fury and prevent violence. 

Rcsolulious passed hy llie Workiuej Commilicc 
at Bombay on the ^Ih Ocioher i()2/. 

[ l he Woiking Committee was to have met at Ahmedabad on 
the 6th October in accordance wdth resolution No 22 of the 
Working Committee at Calcutta in September last d'he Presi¬ 
dent and Sriyut Das intimated their inability to attend the 
meeting and ^faulana Mohamed Ali being an undcrtrial prisoner 
at Karachi could not be expected to attend. All the other 
membeis being present in Bombay on the 4th agreed that the 
meeting of the Working ^"ommittee should be held there the 
next day. The Working Committee therefore met in Bombay 
on the 5th October at Mahatma Gandhi’s residence in Laburnum 
Road. ] 

I. The Working Committee congratulates the 
AU Brothels anej theip cotnrades upon their prose- 
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ciilion and havini;* considered llie Karachi Kliilafat 
' Conference resohilion, regarding military service 
under (rovcrnmenl, the Working* Comniitlee is o‘' 
opinion that the resolution virtually rcariirms tlie 
principle laid down hy the Congress at its special 
session in Calcutta and its ordinary session in Nagpur 
last year, that it is contrary to the national dignity 
and national interest for any Indian to engage or 
remain in the service of the (lovernincnl in any capa¬ 
city whatever, a government that has used the soldiers 
and the police for repressing the jus( aspirations of 
the people, as during the Kowlatt Act agitation, and 
that has utilised the soldiers for the purpose of 
crushing the national spirit of the Kgyptians, the 
Turks, the Arabs and other nations. The W^orking 
Committee is further of opinion that the reasons 
given for the prosecutions with reference to the said 
Karachi resolution constitute an undue interference 
with religious liberty. 

The Working Committee has been only deterred 
from calling out the soldiers and the civilians in the 
name of the Congress because the Congress is not 
yet ready to support those Government servants who 
may leave Government service and who may not be 
able themselves to find means of livelihood. The 
Working Committee is, however, of opinion that in 
pursuance of the spirit of the Congress resolution 
on Non-Co-operation, it is the clear duty of every 
Government employee, wdiether soldier or civilian, 
who can support himself without Congress assistance, 

i6 
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to leave such service. The Working Committee 
draws the attention of the Indian soldiers and police 
to the fact that carding, hand-spinning and hand- 
weaving afford them by undergoing training for a 
brief period an honourable means for independent 
livelihood. 

The Working Committee advises all Congress 
Committees to organise meetings to adopt the fore¬ 
going resolution of the Working Committee. 

II. The Working Committee regrets to note that 
the boyaott of foreign cloth, while it has made con¬ 
siderable progress during the last two months allowed 
by the All-India Congress Committee to complete it, 
has not been so completed, and appeals to Congress 
organisations to put forth special efforts to bring 
about a complete boycott of foreign cloth in their 
respective districts before the end of the current 
month, and to that end organise manufacture of 
cloth by hand-spinning and hand-weaving. 

III. The Working Committee considers that it 
is not possible to authorise any plan of general civil 
disobedience in any Congress district or province 
where effective boycott of foreign cloth has not been 
brought about and hand-.spinning and hand-weaving 
have not been developed, so as to produce suflicicnt 
khaddar for the wants of the district or the province. 
The W orking Committee, however, authorises civil 
disobedience by individuals who may be prevented in 
the prosecution of the Swadeshi propaganda provided 
it is done under the authority of the Provincial 
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Congress Committee, and the Provincial Congress 
Committee is assured of a non-violent atmosphere 
being retained. 

IV. The Working Committee is of opinion that 
on the day of the landing of His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales there should be a general voluntary 
harlal throughout India and, as to the effective 
boycott of any public welcome to His Royal Highness 
during his visit to the different cities of India, the 
Working Committee leaves the arrangements in 
the hands of the respective Provincial Congress 
Committees. 

V. With reference to the resolution on foreign 
policy referred specially by the All-India Congress 
Committee held at BomI)ay in July last to the Work¬ 
ing Committee, the latter is of opinion that the Con¬ 
gress should let it be known to the neighbouring and 
other states: 

(1) that the Government of India in no way 
represent Indian opinion and that their policy has 
been traditionally guided by considerations more of 
holding India under subjection than of protecting 
her borders ; 

(2) that India as a self-governing country can 
have nothing to fear from the neighbouring states 
or any state as her people have no designs upon any 
of them and hence no intention of establishing any 
trade relations hostile to or not desired by the peoples 
of such states; 
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(3) and that the people of India regard most 
treaties entered into with the Imperial Government 
by neighbouring states as mainly designed by the 
latter to perpetuate the exploitation of India by the 
imperial power, and would therefore urge the states, 
having no ill-will against the people of India and 
having no desire to injure her interests, to refrain 
from entering into any treaty with the imperial 
power. 

d'he Committee wishes also to assure the Mussul¬ 
man states that when India has attained self-govern¬ 
ment, her foreign policy will naturally be always 
guided so as to respect the religious obligations 
imposed upon Mussulmans by Islam. 

Whilst such is the view of the Working Committee 
on foreign policy, the Committee is unwilling to let 
it go forth as the opinion of the All-India Congress 
Committee without its being fully discussed by the 
public and adopted at a meeting of the latter. 

'I'he Committee therefore authorises the Secretary 
to circulate the opinion to the press as a draft 
prepared lor public criticism and for submission to 
the All-India Congress Committee for adoption.

Provincial Congress Committees the W orking Com¬ 
mittee authorises the General Secretary to approve 
of the Arbitration Committee referred to in the 
letter.

X. Mr. Blizard’s letter of the t)th September 
asking for an additional sum of £50 to meet all the 
liabilities of the Winding-up Sub-Committee of the 
British Congress Committee having been di.scussed, 
the General Secretary is authorised to send him a 
suitable reply. 

XI. Mr. Blizard be rcipiested to make over all 
records and the library of the British Congress 
Committee to Mr. J. M. Parikh who is appointed to 
take charge of the same and to forward them to the 
General Secretary of the All-India Congress Com¬ 
mittee at Allahabad. 

XII. With reference to the letter of the U. P. 
Provincial Congress Committee of the ist October, 
forwarding the letter of the Aligarh District Cong¬ 
ress Committee desiring afliliation with the Delhi 
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Provincial Congress Committee, resolved that the 
Working Committee is unable to sanction the transfer 
of the Aligarh District Congress Committee to Delhi 
from U. P. 

At this stage the Treasurer read out the remittances of the 
various Tiovincial Congress Committees to the All-India Con¬ 
gress Committee, which were noted. 

XIII. At the desire of the Working Treasurer, 
resolved’that he be authorised to keep as cash in 
hand a sum not exceeding one lakh of rupees. 

Resolutions passed by flic ll'orkiiKj Committee at 
Delhi on the ^rd, jih, and 6 tli November 11)21, 

[The Committee considered the draft resolutions to be moved 
at the meeting of the All-India Congress Committee on the 4th 
November. 

The first resolution dealt with the controversy between the 
President and the General Secretary acting on behalf of the 
Working Committee. All excepting Syt. Patel agreed to endorse 
the resolution of the Working Committee convening the meeting 
of the All-India Congress Committee on the 4th November. 

The second resolution on civil disobedience was discussed 
for several hours 'Phe necessity of the condition impo.sed upon 
a civil resister in the resolution that he must know hand-spin¬ 
ning was discussed and it was decided to retain that part of 
the resolution dealing with it by a majority. Out of the 8 
members present at the time, 3 were for retaining it, 2 for 
deleting, and 3 did not vote.] 

I. Ihe award of the Bellary Affiliation Commit- 
tee, the dissenting minute of two of its members, and 
the representation by about looo persons from Bellary, 
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that the Bcllary District should not be separated 
from the Ceded Districts, were laid before the 
Working Committee, and the Committee resolved 
that the award of the umpire be confirmed, the 
Working Committee being unable to interfere with it. 

II. With reference to the case of injustice in the 
matter of the allocation of collection.', made for the

With reference to the letters of IMaharashtra 
of the 20th October and of Karnatakof the 2nd Octo¬ 
ber, claiming their shares of the balance in hand of 
the Reception Committee of the Bombay Special Ses¬ 
sion of the Congress, now in the hands of the Bombay 
Provincial Congress Committee, resolved that the 
Bombay Committee be asked to act upon the resolu¬ 
tion of the old Bombay Provincial Congress Com¬ 
mittee, passed unanimously, to divide the balance in 
question equally among the four committees t/.?., 
Bombay, Maharashtra, Karnatak and Gujarat. 

IV. The matter of the Bombay Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee asking for a credit from the AIJ- 
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India Congress Cnminitloc for llic money paid 
liy the old Bombay I’rovincial Congress Commiltcc 
to I V. Sathaye for the Congress Deputation expenses 
be closed. 

V. The claim of the y\.ndhra Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee, put forth in its letter of the i-ph 
September, for a share of the balance m the hands 
of the old Madras Provincial Congress Committee, 
now transferred to the new iMadras Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee, he referred to the Madras Provin¬ 
cial Congress Committee with a request to investi¬ 
gate the matter and to report if there are any reasons 
why the share claimed should not be given. 

VI. The letter of Mr. Spoor of the j8th Septem¬ 
ber forwarded by Mr. Brockway was read, and it 
was resolved to reipicst the Secretary to pay the 
money claimed if he thought proper, provided there 
was no trouble about the British Congress Committee 
handing over its records and library to iMr. Parikh.

[As announced at Delhi the Committee was to iiave met at 
Surat on the 22nd November, but owin-j tt) the unexpected and 
serious disturbances at IJonihay on the 17th and the foilowing 
few days, Mahatma (Jandhi found rt impossible to leave 
Bombay, and at his request the Woiking Committee met there 
on the 22nd and 23id November 1021. | 

I. This Conimillcc deplores the tragic occur¬ 
rences during the past few days in Bombay result¬ 
ing in racial strife and ending in loss of life and 
property. In the opinion of this Committee 
occurrences such as these cannot but retard the 
progress of the country towards its triple goal, and 
the Committee wishes in this connection to emphasise 
the fact that a non-violent atmosphere is essential 
for the attainment of the country’s goal. 

Whilst by reason of these tragic occurrences this 
Committee recognises the necessity of caution it 
sees no cause for discouragement, but is of opinion 
that the after-events give the greatest cause for 
satisfaction and congratulation, in that Co-operators, 
Non-Co-operators, Hindus, Musalmans, Parsis and 
Christians without being demoralised by them, set about 
regaining control over the turbulent elements and 
were successful in bringing about peace without 
resort to any Government assistance whatsoever. 

This Committee notes, in the quick and voluntary 
restoration of peace, the great advance the nation 
18 
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has made in the practice of non-violence and respond¬ 
ing to its natural leaders. This Committee invites 
Congress workers to use the occurrences as an 
indication of the weak spot in the national organisa¬ 
tion, and urges upon all Congress and Khilafat 
organisations the necessity of obtaining control over 
all turbulent elements in society. 

This Committee congratulates the citizens of 
Bombay upon their having regained the confidence 
and control of the population and also congratulates 
the nation upon the bravery of the volunteers and 
other Non-Co-operators who lost their lives or were 
injured whilst trying to prevent collision between 
rival factions. 

This Committee tenders its sympathy to the 
bereaved and the injured and ventures to ask them 
to regard their sorrows as the common lot of nations 
striving for self-realisation. 

This Committee is further of opinion that all 
volunteer organisations should be so formed as to 
become responsible for the retention of a peaceful 
atmosphere within their respective jurisdictions and 
that only such volunteers should be enlisted and 
retained as are known to be pledged to the strictest 
observance of non-violence. 

This Committee desires to warn all Provincial 
Congress Committees against embarking upon mass 
civil disobedience without first making certain of a 
peaceful atmosphere beipg retained throughout th? 
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province concerned, it being in the opinion of the 
Committee essential for the successful working of 
civil disobedience that whilst it is in action in one 
part of India the rest responds by remaining non¬ 
violent. 

[Thereafter there was some discussion on the policy of the 
Congress towards the Native* States and it '^as the sense of the 
meeting that it was not desirable at this stage to enunciate any 
such policy.] 

II. Whilst this Committee considers it desirable 
that in the affairs of the Congress and in the 
publication of Congress circulars and reports, as 
far as possible, only Hindustani in both Devanagn and 
Urdu scripts should be used and that all proceedings 
should be conducted in Hindustani, the Committee 
considers it premature to set down any hard and 
fast rules imposing Hindustani on members of 
various Congress organisations. 

The Committee is however emphatically of opinion 
that all provincial proceedings should be conducted 
and provincial publications should be printed in the 
vernaculars of the respective provinces. 

III. The following grants were voted:— 

(i) Rs. 10,000 to the Jat Anglo Sanskrit High School, 
Rohtak, Punjab. 

(«) ks. 25,000 to the Bijapur District Congress Committee 
for famine relief and Swadeshi work. 

(Hi) Rs. 30,000 to help the dismissed mill-labourers of 
Madras by giving them Swadeshi work. 
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IV, Resolved that no further grants be made 
out of the funds at the disposal of the All India 
Committee. 

V. This Committee considers it of national 
importance that all Non-co-operation volunteer corps, 
Khilafat volunteer corps and other non-official volun¬ 
teer bodies, should be brought under central control 
and named National Volunteer Corps, and therefore 
advises the Provincial Congress Committees to 
appoint central boards in their respective provinces 
for controlling and bringing under uniform discipline 
all the existing Volunteer Corps and commends to 
their attention the following draft general instructions, 
and further requests the Central Khilafat Committee, 
the Khalsa Committee and other bodies, if they 
approve of the recommendations of this Committee, 
to pass the necessary resolutions to give effect to 
them. 

Draft (jcncral inslruclions for Voliinlecr Or¬ 
ganisations. 

Every volunteer bliould the following pledge in tripli¬ 
cate. One copybhall be given to the volunteer, one sent to the 
central office in every province and one kept in the district 
in which the volunteer is enlisted. 

The pledge shall be written in the language of the province 
in which the volunteer is resident, as also in Hindustarti in 
Urdu and Devanagn scripts. JSo far as possible for the uniform 
of volunteers imitation of military uniform shall be avoided. 
Volunteers shall not carry any sword with them but may carry 
an ordinaiy walking stick not longer than four feet. 

The lowest unit shall consist of twenty people, of whom one 
shall be a leader elected by the members of a particular unit. 
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Twenty such leaders shall elect from among themselves an 
officer. All other officers shall be appointed by the central 
provincial office which shall consist of a board of five who 
will elect their own chairman. All subordinate officers shall 
implicitly obey instructions issued from time to time by the 
board, 't he duties of volunteers shall be to preserve order, 
to regulate meetings, hartals, and processions, and to render 
social service in emergencies in accordance with instructions 
given to them. No volunteer shall be enlisted who is knowm 
to be a bad character. The Central Board shall be under the 
control of and appointed by the Provincial Congress Committees. 
Khilafat volunteers should also form part of the national 
volunteers and be subject to the control of the Central Pro 
vincial Board. No one under eighteen shall be enlisted as 
volunteer. 

l‘he Pledge. 

So long as 1 remain in any volunteer organisation I shall 
faithfully and diligently cany out all the instiuctions received 
from my superiors. I shall observe the pledge of non-violence 
in word and in deed, and shall inculcate the spirit of non¬ 
violence amongst others. I shall legaid the pledge as binding 
upon me so long as the policy of non-violence is continued by 
the nation I shall run all risks attendant upon the performance 
of my duty. 

VI. The next meeting of the Working Committee 
be held at Ahmedabad on the 23rd December. 

VII. The next meeting of the All India Com¬ 
mittee be held at Ahmedabad on the 24th December. 

Resoliilions passed by ike Working C'ommillce 
at Ahmedabad on the 23rd, 26lh, 2gth and soih 
December, icj2i. 

(Representatives of the different provinces were requested 
to be present to help the Committee in its deliberations. The 
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Committee discussed and finally settled the resolutions* that 
were to be placed on its behalf before the meeting of the 
Subjects Committee on the 24th December. 

When the letter of the Maharashtra Trovincial Congress 
Committee, asking the Working Committee to decide finally 
the matter regarding its claim for a share of the balance handed 
over by the Reception Committee of the Special Session of the 
Committee held in Bombay, to the old Bombay Provincial 
Congress Committee, was placed before the Working Committee, 
Syt. Kelkar offered to compound the matter with the Bombay 
Committee and the offer was accepted. 

All the resolutions given below, except the first, were passed 
on the 2gth and 30th December by the new Working Committee 
which was appointed on the 28th December. | 

I. With reference to the disputes over the elec¬ 
tions of delegates in the Amraoti and Byculla dis¬ 
tricts in the provinces of Berar and Bombay respec¬ 
tively, it was resolved to appoint Babu Rajcndra 
Prasad to go into the cases and to finally dispose of 
the matters before the beginning of the session of the 
Congress on the jyth December at 3 p. m. 

II. Resolved that the letter dated 21st inst. of 
the Secetary of the Bombay Suburban District Con¬ 
gress Committee regarding Tilak Swaraj Fund 
(ornaments) be referred to Mahatma Gandhi for 
immediate and final disposal. 

III. Resolved that the application of the Maha¬ 
rashtra Provincial Congress Committee dated 14th 
December for doubling the scats for Maharashtra on 
the All-India Congress Committee be referred back to 
that Committee for giving further and sounder rea¬ 
sons to substantiate the application. 
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IV. Regarding the complaint by some members 
of the Maharashtra Provincial Congress Committee 
against the last elections by that committee to the 
All India Congress Committee, it was resolved that 
the complaint be referred to the Maharashtra Com¬ 
mittee with a request to offer its explanation if any. 

V. With reference to the application of the 
Andhra Provincial Congress Committee dated 29th 
December 1921, for a grant and a loan, resolved that 
the consideration of the application be adjourned 
to the next meeting of the Working Committee, and 
in the meanwhile the Andhra Committee be invited 
to give definite reasons for the application and also 
be reminded that the Andhra Committee is expected 
to make every effort to raise fresh subscriptions to 
meet fresh needs, and similarly every province should 
in the opinion of the Working Committee, as far as 
possible, be self-supporting. 

VI. The correspondence regarding the Winding- 
up Committee of the British Congress Committee and 
newspaper India be referred to Syt N. C. Kclkar for 
final disposal after hearing Dr. \’akil, the represen¬ 
tative of the Winding-up Committee now in India. 

VII. The Working Secretary be requested to 
issue fortnightly reports of the Congress work in 
the country. 

VIII. The Working Committee calls upon all' 
the Provincial Congress Committees to substitute the 
volunteers’ pledge adopted at the last session of t^e 
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Congress, for the pledge adopted at the meeting 
of the Working Committee held in Bombay on the 
23rd day of November last, and proceed without 
delay with the farther enrolment of all available men 
and women within their respective provinces of the 
required age and qualifications; each such pledge to 
be in triplicate, one copy to be given to the volunteer, 
one to be filed in the records of the office of enlist¬ 
ment (such offices to be established by the respective 
Provincial Committees), and one to be sent to the 
Provincial Congress Committee. 

The Working Committee advises that the pledge be 
translated into the language of the province in which 
the enlistment takes place and that care be taken to 
explain its full purport to the intending volunteers. 
Inasmuch as the object of the Congress in passing 
the resolution regarding the volunteers was to assert 
the right of forming such associations in spite of 
notifications of disbandment of volunteer organisa¬ 
tions issued by several local governments, and 
therefore, as the object was also to get consistently 
with the requirements of the pledge the largest 
number of volunteers who would be prepared to 
suffer imprisonment, the Working Committee advises 
that there should be two lists, one containing the 
names of those who are prepared actively to serve 
the Congress and the other of those who are other¬ 
wise employed but are ready to suffer imprisonment, 
assault, or death, and that the volunteers registered 
on the reserve list may not be called for any purpose 
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save that of seeking imprisonment, etc. 

The Working Committee advises that great care 
should be taken to confine enlistment only to men and 
women of proved character, it being the opinion of the 
Committee that the success of the cause depends 
more upon the quality than upon the number enlisted. 

The Working Committee advises that pending 
enlistment of volunteers throughout the different 
provinces, offensive civil disobedience should not be 
taken up and in no case before the 15th day of 
January next. 

Offensive civil disobedience means deliberate and wilful 
breach of the State-made non-moral laws, that is laws the 
breach of which does not involve moral turpitude, not for the 
purpose of securing the repeal of or relief from hardships 
arising from obedience to such laws but for the purpose of 
diminishing the authority of or overthrowing the State. For 
example, picketing of liquor shops or shops for the sale of 
intoxicating diugs, although prohibited, has not for its object 
the overthrow of the State and therefore, does not fall within 
this definition. 

The Working Committee advises the Provincial 
Congress Committees to send from time to time, and 
at least once a week, a report of progress made, in 
enlistment, to the Working Secretary of the All-India 
Congress Committee. . 

The Working Committee advises that the names 

* 

of the volunteers enlisted be sent for publication to 
the press from time to time. 
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The s6th ordinary session of the Indian National 
Congress was held at Ahmedahad on 2/th and 28th 
December ig2i. Syt. Vallahbhai J. Patel was the 
Chairman of the Reception Committee, and Deshban- 
dhu C. R. Das, the President-elect of the Congress, 
being then an undertrial prisoner, Hakim Ajmal 
Khan was elected to act as President in place of 
Deshbandhu C. R. Das. 
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The following resolutions were passed at the 36th 
ordinary session of the Indian National Congress. 

Whereas since the holding of the last National 
Re affirming Non- the people of India have 

co-operation resolu- found from actual experience that 
by reason of the adoption of non¬ 
violent non-co-operation the country has made great 
advance in fearlessness, self-sacrifice and self-respect, 
and whereas the movement has greatly damaged the 
prestige of the Government, and whereas on the 
whole the country is rapidly progressing towards 
Swaraj, this Congress confirms the resolution adopt¬ 
ed at the special session of the Congress at Calcutta 
and re-affirmed at Nagpur, and places on record the 
fixed determination of the Congress to continue the 
programme of non-violent non-co-operation with 
greater vigour than hitherto in such manner as each 
province may determine, till the Punjab and the 
Khilafat wrongs are redressed and Swaraj is estab¬ 
lished and the control of the Government of India 
passes into the hands of the people from that of an* 
irresponsible corporation. 

And whereas by reason of the threat uttered by 

Concenirating on His Excellency the Viceroy in his 
Volunteering. recent speeches, and the consequent 

repression started by the Government of India in 
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the various provinces by way of disbandment 
of Volunteer Corps, and forcible prohibition 
of public and even committee meetings in an 
illegal and high-handed manner, and by the arrest of 
many Congress workers in several provinces, and 
whereas this repression is manifestly intended to 
stifle all Congress and Khilafat activities and deprive 
the public of their assistance, this Congress resolves 
that all activities of the Congress be suspended as 
far as necessary and appeals to all, quietly and with¬ 
out any demonstration to offer themselves for arrest 
by belonging to the volunteer organisations to be 
formed throughout the country in terms of the re¬ 
solution of the Working Committee arrived at in 
Bombay on the 23rd day of November last, provided 
that no one shall be accepted as volunteer who does 
not sign the following pledge:— 

THE TLEDOE. 

With God as witness I solemnly declare that, 

(1) I wish to be a member of the National Volunteer 
Corps. 

(2) So long as I remain a member of the Corps I shall 
remain non-violent in word and deed and shall earnestly 
endeavour to be non-violent in intent since I believe that as 
India is circumstanced non-violence alone can help the Khilafat 
and the Punjab and result in the attainment of Swaraj and 
consolidation of unity among all the races and communities of 
India whether Hindu, Musalman, Sikh, Parsi, Christian or Jew. 

(3) I believe in and shall endeavour always to promote 
such unity. 

(4) I believe in Swadeshi as essential for India’s econo¬ 
mic, political and moral salvation, and shall use handspun 
and handwoven khaddar to the exclusion of every other cloth. 

(s) As a Hindu I believe in the justice and necessity of 
removing the evil of untouchability and shall on all possible 
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occasions seek personal contact with and endeavour to^render 
service to the submerged classes. 

(6) I shall carry out the instructions of any supeiior 
officers, and all the regulations, not inconsistent with the 
spirit of this pledge prescribed by the Volunteer Board or the 
Working Committee or any other agency established by the 
Congress. 

(7) T am prepared to suffer imprisonment, assault, or 
even death foi the sake of my religion and my country without 
resentment. 

(8) In the event of my imprisonment I ‘shall not claim 
from the Congress any support for my family or dependents. 

This Congress trusts that every person of the age 
of 18 and over will immediately join the volunteer 
organisations. 

II. Notwithstanding the proclamations prohibit- 
Meeiings to con- public meetings, and inasmuch as 

even committee meetings have been 
attempted to be construed as public meetings, this 
Congress advises the holding of committee meetings, 
and of public meetings, the latter in enclosed places 
and by tickets and by previous announcements at 
which, as far as possible, only speakers previously 
announced shall deliver written speeches, care being 
taken in every case to avoid risk of provocation and 
possible violence by the public in consequence. 

III. This Congress is further of opinion that civil 
Organizing indivi- disobedience is the only civilized and 

dual civil disobe- effective substitute for an armed 
rebellion whenever every other re¬ 
medy for preventing arbitrary, tyrannical and em¬ 
asculating use of authority by individuals or corpora- 
tipiis has been tried, arit} therefore advises all Cpp- 
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gress* workers and others who believe in peaceful 
methods and are convinced that there is no remedy 
save some kind of sacrifice, to dislodge the existing 
government from its position of perfect irresponsibi¬ 
lity to the people of India, to organise individual civil 
disobedience and mass civil disobedience when the 
mass of people have been sufficiently trained in the 
methods of non-violence and otherwise in terms of 
the resolution thereon of the last meeting of the All- 
India Congress Committee held at Delhi. 

This Congress is of opinion that in order to 
concentrate attention upon civil disobedience, whether 
mass or individual, whether of an offensive or defen¬ 
sive character, under proper safeguards and undet 
instructions to be issued from time to time by the 
Working Committee or the Provincial Congress 
Committee concerned, all other Congress activities 
should be suspended whenever and wherever, and to 
the extent to which, it may be found necessary. 

This Congress calls upon all students of the age 
of 18 and over, particularly those studying in the 
national institutions and the staff thereof immediately 
to sign the foregoing pledge and become members of 
National Volunteer Corps. 

IV. In view of the impending arrest of a large 

Mahatma Gandhi of Congress workers, this 

appointed sole exe- Congress whilst requiring the ordi- 
cutive authority. nary machinery to remain intact and 

to be utilised in the ordinary manner whenever feasi¬ 
ble, hereby appoints, until further instructions. 
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Mahatma Gandhi as the sole executive authority of

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Summary of the proceedings of the All-India 
Congress Committee meeting held in Delhi on 2^th 
and 2^th February 1^22. 

Hakim Ajmil Khan took the chan. The minutes ot the last meeting 
having been confii metl, Mahatma Gandhi mo\ed his icsolution confiiming the 
Haidoli lesolutions of the Woiking (Jommitlee'h He began by giving the 
genesis of the llaidoli lesolution-, and made it cleai that Pandit Malavi>aji 
had no hand vvhatevei in tho'.e lesolutions. He asKed the members to bear 
in mind that if they accepted non-violence vvhethei as a cieed 01 a I'olicy, 
they must also be picpaied to accept ceitain coiollaries that followed fiom it. 
]n the same connection he said that so long as they claimed to be non-violent 
.ind so long as they claimed to Have the countiy with them, i* was impossible 
for them to disown 1 esponsibility for acts of violence committed out of 
sympathy foi them in any pai t of India such as tho^e committed in Goiakhpui 
or at Bombay. He also added that it was open to them to give up non-violence 
if they consideied it unvvoikable 01 ineffective. He explained that by the 
lesolution it was not intended to go back upon the Nagpui Non-co-operation 
resolution in any way. He uiged the niembeis to be cleai on the point of 
piinciple and not ovei concerned with details. 

The resolution undei consideiaiion restoied piovincial autonomy in regard 
to individual civil disobedience subject to the oiiginal lestrictioiis. Bona fide 
and peaceful picketing of foieign cloth shops had also been restored. 

Syt. Patel in seconding the icsolution .said that Mahatmap in yielding to 
public opinion had set an example to the unyielding GoveinmeiU. He added 
that the resolution sanctioned almost all the activities carried on by the 
Congie.ss workers before the Baidoli resolution. Individual civil disobedience 
of either an offensive 01 defensive chaiaciei was permitted. So also picketing 
of foreign cloth shops. He admitted that mass civil disobedience was not 
sanctioned, but he was of opinion that no one in the countiy excepting 
Mahatmaji was in a position to initiate it with any chance of success. He 
did not therefore veiy niach mind if it was suspended. In his opinion it was 
impossible to secuie the kind of non-violent atmosphere which Mahatmaji 
required foi a long lime to come and he did not caie if mass civil disobedi¬ 
ence was even abandoned. 

Dr. Moonje moved an alternative piopoaition asking for the appointment 
of a sub committee to examine the piacticability or otherwise of the pro¬ 
gramme of non-violent non-co-opeiation with a view to chalk out a practical 
programme in future. This was seconded by Swami Satyadeva. Aftei consi¬ 
derable discussion, Dr. Moonje’s proposal was lost by a very laige majority. 

Amendments to the Bardoli resolutions of the \V01 king Committee weie 
then considered and voted upon. The following amendments weie accepted:—

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IT. Reports having been received from various 
Picketing. quarters that picketing ^regarding for¬ 

eign cloth is as necessary as liquor-picketing, the 
All-India Congress Committee authorises such picket¬ 
ing of a bonafide character on the same terms as 
liquor picketing mentioned in the Bardoli resolutions. 

The All-India Congress Committee wishes it to be 
understood that the resolution of the Working Com¬ 
mittee do not mean any abandonment of the original 
Congress programme of non-co-operation or per¬ 
manent abandonment of mass civil disobedience but 
considers that an atmosphere of necessary mass non¬ 
violence can be established by the workers con¬ 
centrating upon the constructive programme framed 
by the Working Committee at Bardoli. 

The All India Congress Committee holds civil 
disobedience to be the right and duty of the people to 
be exercised and performed whenever the State 
opposes the declared will of the people. 

Note.—Individual civil disobedience is disobedience of 
orders or laws by a single individual or an ascertained number 
or group of individuals. Therefore a prohibited public meeting, 
where admission is regulated by tickets and to which no 
unauthorised admission is allowed, is an instance of individual 
civil disobedience, whereas a prohibited meeting to which 
the general public is admitted without any restriction is an 
instance of mass civil disobedience. Such civil disobedience 
is defensive when a prohibited public meeting is held for con¬ 
ducting a normal activity although it may Vesult in arrest. It 
would be aggressive if it is held not for any normal activity 
but merely for the purpose of courting arrest and imprisonment.

V. This Coinmitlcc records its satisfaction that 
Appointment of ahhoitgh, in spite of the suspension 
Civil Disobedience of all aggTcssIvc activities by the 
Enquiry Committee. Congress Cominiltccs, repression in 
a most severe form has been resorted to by the Go¬ 
vernment in several parts of the coiintiy, the spirit 
of the Congress workers has not been daunted and 
the constructive programme laid down by the Com¬ 
mittee is being loyally carried out at great sacrifice in 
every province. 

The Committee has taken note of the wide-spread 
feeling that in view of the extremely unfair manner 
in which the policy of repression is being carried out 
by the Government the country should be advised to 
resort to some form of civil disobedience to compel 
the Government to abandon their persent poliey and 
to agree to concede the triple demand of the Con¬ 
gress. But the Committee is of opinion that the 
carrying out of the constructive programme will be 
the best preparation for even mass civil disobedience 
while it will also be the most effective means of fur¬ 
thering the objects of the Congress. The Committee 
therefore earnestly appeals to the country to con¬ 
centrate all its efforts upon carrying out the con¬ 
structive programme to the fullest extent and to 
endeavour to complclte it within the shortest period 
possible.

Resolved that Seth Jamnalal Bajaj and 
Seth Chhotani, who have been re-appointed Treasurers 
of the Congress, in December last, are hereby em¬ 
powered to operate on or close the accounts already 
opened in the banks in the name of the All-India 
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Tilak Memorial Swaraj Fund, and to open and 
operate on the accounts with a bank or banks and 
a private firm or firms to be selected by them in con¬ 
sultation in the name of the All-India Tilak memorial 
Swaraj Fund under their signatures either jointly or 
Severally. 

And further Seth Jamnalal Bajaj and Seth 
Chhotani are hereby empowered to appoint an attorney 
or attorneys either jointly or severally from time 
to time who shall either jointly or severally have 
exactly the same powers to operate on the All-India 
Tilak Memorial Swaraj B'und accounts as are hereby 
granted to the said Seth Jamnalal Bajaj and Seth 
Chhotani. Provided, however, that the devolution 
of any of the above powers does not absolve the 
Treasurers from any personal responsibility to the 
Working Committee. 

XVII. On a point raised by Seth Jamnalal Bajaj 
the Working Committee resolved that the transfer of 
the All-India Congress Committee office from Sa- 
barmati to Bombay is confirmed. 

XVIII. The date and place of the next meeting 
of the Working Committee be determined by Mahat¬ 
ma Gandhi in consultation with the President, 
Hakim Ajmal Khan. 

Resolutions passed by the Working Committee at 
Surat on s^st January t()22. 

I. The Working Committee records its firm 
conviction that dissemination of correct news about 
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the Indian political situation in foreign countries is 
absolutely essential and refers to Mahatma Gandhi 
all the correspondence on the subject of foreign pro¬ 
paganda, now with the Working Secretary, with a 
request that he should prepare a definite scheme in 
that behalf at an early date so as to enable the next 
meeting of the Working Committee to consider it. 

II. The consideration of the question of Dis¬ 
semination of News Sub-Committee be postponed 
sine die. 

III. The Working Committee requests all the 
Provincial Congress Committees to close their ac¬ 
counts on the 30th September every year and to keep 
the audited statements of their accounts ready for 
the inspection of the All India Auditor at any time 
in November every year. The Committee advises 
the Provincial Congress Committees to call uijon 
their respective District Committees to close their 
accounts by the end of August and to prepare their 
statements in the form A. 

IV. The Working Committee asks the Provin¬ 
cial Congress Committees to submit quarterly state¬ 
ments of their receipts and expenditure following 
pages 2, 3, and 4 (without the Auditor’s certificate 
in the last) of form A for the purpose ; the first 
quarterly statement for January, February and 
March—to be submitted before the 15th April next. 
The Committee advises the Provincial Congress 
Committees to call for monthly statements of receipts 
^nd expenditure from all their District Committees. 
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V. That the letter dated i8th January 1922 of 
the President, District Congress Committee, Indore, 
asking for directions for Congress work be referred 
to the Ajmer Provincial Congress Committee for 
report. 

VI. That the application of the Assam Provin¬ 
cial Congress Committee for a remittance of 
Rs. 25,000, the balance out of the sanctioned grant 
of Rs. 50,000 be referred to Mahatma Gandhi for 
final disposal. 

VII. With reference to the Bengal and Bombay 
letters of the 23rd and 28th January 1922 respectively, 
asking for a clear direction in the matter of the 
commencement of the official year for the Congress 
organisations, the Working Committee is of opinion 
that the official year of all Congress organisations 
for the purposes of membership should be uniform 
from 1st January to 31st December. 

VIII. With reference to the letter dated Jan. 24, 
1922 of the Berar P. C. C. forwarding the decision 
of that Committee to maintain three registers of vol¬ 
unteers (I) for those who sign the pledge at the time 
of enlistment (2) for those who would sign the pledge 
when the tim.e of civil disobedience comes and (3) 
for those who offer themselves to work under re¬ 
solution II of the Ahmedabad Congress and are ready 
to go in even for civil disobedience, such volunteers 
to observe only two conditions: (a) to use Swadeshi 
cloth and (b) to accept the principle of non^ violence, 
the Working Committee is of opinion that the Snd 
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and 3rd classes mentioned in the letter cannot be re¬ 
cognised as Congress volunteers. 

IX. With reference to Dr. Moonje’s letter of the 
24th January 1922 forwarding a resolution of the 
Nagpur District Congress Committee sanctioning en¬ 
listment of volunteers who sign the pledge with a 
reservation regarding Swadeshi or untouchability or 
both, the Committee resolved that the resolution, of 
the District Congress Committee referred to, is in 
contravention of the Congress resolution and cannot 
therefore be allowed to stand. 

X. That the non-cooperating lawyers at present 
receiving allowances from the Bajaj Fund should in 
the event of that fund being exhausted continue to 
receive such allowances from the All India Congress 
Committee fund as may be recommended by Mahatma 
Gandhi. 

XI. The Working Committee having considered 
the resolution of the Bardoli Taluqa Conference re¬ 
garding mass civil disobedience desires to congratu¬ 
late the people of that taluqa upon their self-sacrific¬ 
ing resolve to offer mass civil disobedience and wishes 
them every success in their patriotic effort. The Work¬ 
ing Committee advises all other parts of India to 
cooperate with the people of Bardoli Taluqa by re¬ 
fraining from mass or individual civil disobedience of 
an aggresive character except upon the express con¬ 
sent of Mahatma Gandhi previously obtained. Pro¬ 
vided that, in no case shall there be any relaxation in 
the conditiops laid down therefor either by the All 
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India Congress Committee at Delhi or by the Con¬ 
gress at Ahmedabad. Provided further, that this re¬ 
solution shall in no way be interpreted so as to in¬ 
terfere with the present defensive civil disobedience 
going on in the country whether in respect of notifica¬ 
tions under the Criminal Law Amendment Act or the 
Seditious Meetings Act, or orders under the ordinary 
law of the country restricting the liberty of the 
citizens. 

The Working Committee advises the people through¬ 
out the provinces to pay up the tax due by them 
to the Government whether directly or indirectly 
through Zemindars or Taluqdars except in such cases 
of direct payment to the Government where previous 
consent has been obtained from Mahatma Gandhi for 
suspension of payment preparatory to mass civil 
disobedience. 

XII. That the date and place of the next meeting 
of the Working Committee be determined by Mahat¬ 
ma Gandhi in consultation with Hakim Ajmal Khan. 

Resolutions passed by the Working Committee at 
Bardoli on nth and 12th February ig 22 . 

This emergent meeting of the Committee was held to consider the situation 
cieated by the Chauri Chaura disturbances in Gorakhpur District. 

The following raemhers w’ere present — 

Mahatma Gandhi (in the chair) 

Seth M. M. H. J. M. Chhotani Syt. Vithalbhai J. Patel 

Seth Jamnalal Bajaj Syt. N. C. Kelkar 

Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya and Messrs. K. Natrajan and M. R. Jayak^r 
specially came down from Bombay and gave the Committee the benefit of 
their views. After hearing them the Committee deliberated for about three 
hours and the following resolutions were passed:— 
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' I. The Working Committee deplores the inhuman 
conduct of the mob at Chauri Chaura in having bru¬ 
tally murdered constables and wantonly burned the 
police thana and tenders its sympathy to the families 
of the bereaved. 

In view of Nature’s repeated warnings every time 
mass civil disobedience has been imminent some 
popular violent outburst has taken place indicating 
that the atmosphere in the country is not non-violent 
enough for mass civil disobedience, the latest instan¬ 
ce being the tragic and terrible events at Chauri 
Chaura near Gorakhpur, the Working Committee of 
the Congress resolves that mass civil disobedience 
contemplated at Bardoli and elsewhere be suspended 
and instructs the local Congress Committees forthwith 
to advise the cultivators to pay the land revenue and 
other taxes due to the Government and whose pay¬ 
ment might have been suspended in anticipation of 
mass civil disobedience, and instructs them to sus¬ 
pend every other preparatory activity of an offensive 
nature. 

The suspension of mass civil disobedience shall 
be continued till the atmosphere is so non-violent as 
to ensure the non-repetition of popular atrocities such 
as at Gorakhpur or hooliganism such as at Bombay 
and Madras respectively on the 17th November 1921 
and 13th January last. 

In order to promote a peaceful atmosphere, the 
Working Committee advises, till further instructions, 
all Congress organisations to stop activities specially 

23 
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designed to court arrest and imprisonment, save nor¬ 
mal Congress activities including voluntary hartals, 
wherever an absolutely peaceful atmosphere can be 
assured, and for that end all picketing shall be stopped 
save for the bona-fide and peaceful purpose of warn¬ 
ing the visitors to liquor-shops against the evils of 
drinking, such picketing to be controlled by persons 
of known good character and specially selected by the 
Congress Committees concerned. 

The Working Committee advises till further in¬ 
structions the stoppage of all volunteer processions 
and public meetings merely for the purpose of de¬ 
fiance of the notification regarding such meetings; this, 
however, shall not interfere with the private meetings 
of Congress and other committees or public meetings 
which are required for the conduct of the normal 
activities of the Congress. 

Complaints having been brought to the notice of 
the Working Committee that ryots are not paying 
rents to the zemindars, the Working Committee advi¬ 
ses Congress workers and organisations to inform the 
ryots that such witholding of rents is contrary to the 
resolutions of the Congress and that it is injurious 
to the best interests of the country. 

The Working Committee assures the zemindars 
that the Congress movement is in no way intended to 
attack their legal rights and that even where the ryots 
have grievances the Committee’s desire is that redress 
should be sought by mutual consultations and by the 
usual recourse to arbitrations, 
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Complaints having been brought to the notice of the 
Working Committee that in the formation of Volunteer 
Corps great laxity prevails in the selection and, that 
insistence is not laid on the full use of handspun and 
handwoven khaddar, and on the full observance by 
Hindus of the rule as to the removal 6f untouchability, 
nor is care being taken to ascertain that the can¬ 
didates believe fully in the observance of non-viol¬ 
ence in intent, word and deed in terms of the Cong¬ 
ress resolution, the Working Committee calls upon all 
Congress organisations to I'cvise their lists and re¬ 
move from them the names of all such volunteers as 
do not strictly conform to the requirements of the 
pledge. 

The Working Committee is of opinion that unless 
Congressmen carry out to the full the Congress cons¬ 
titution and the resolutions from time to time issued 
by the Working Committee, it is not possible to ac¬ 
hieve its objects expeditiously or at all. 

The foregoing resolution will have effect only pend¬ 
ing the meeting to be specially convened of the All 
India Congress Committee and thereafter subject to 
confirmation by it, the secretary to call such meeting 
as early as possible after consultation with Hakim 
Ajmal Khan. 

II. In the opinion of the Working Committee a 
project is necessary for the purpose of finding employ¬ 
ment for those who may give up Government service 
and to that end the committee appoints Messrs. Mian 
Mahomed Haji Jan Mahomed Chhotani, Jamnalal 
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Bajaj and V. J. Patel to draw up a scheme for con¬ 
sideration by the said special meeting of the All India 
Congress Committee. 

III. Whereas the Gorakhpur tragedy is a power¬ 
ful proof of the fact that the mass mind has not yet 
fully realised the necessity of non-violence as an inte¬ 
gral, active and chief part of mass civil disobedience 
and whereas the reported indiscriminate acceptance 
of persons as volunteers in contravention of the Con-. 
gress instructions betrays want of appreciation of the 
vital part of Satyagraha, and whereas in the opinion 
of the Working Committee the delay in the attain¬ 
ment of the national aim is solely due to the weak 
and incomplete execution in practice of the constitu¬ 
tion of the Congress and with a view of perfecting 
the internal organisation. 

The Working Committee advises all Congress or¬ 
ganisations to be engaged in the following activi¬ 
ties :— 

(1) To enlist at least one crore of members of 
the Congress. 

Note (i) .—Since peace (non-violence) and legitimalene.sh (truth) are the 
essence of the Congress creed, no person should he enlisted who does not 
believe in non-violence and truth as indispensable for the attainment of 
Swaraj. The creed of the Congress must theiefore be carefully explained to 
each person who is appealed to, to join the Congress. 

Note (ii) :—The workers should note that no one who does not pay the 
annual subscription can be regarded as a qualified Congress man; all the old 
members are therefore to be advised to register their names. 

(2) To popularise the spinning wheel and to 
organise the manufac-ture of hand-spun and hand- 
woven khaddar. 
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; N'ote (i):—To this end ail ^^orkerl> and office-bearers should be diessei' in 
khdddar and it is recommended that, with a view’ to encourage others, they 
should themselves learn handspinning. 

(3) To organise national schools. 

Note .—No picketing of the Government schools should be icsorted to, imt 
reliance should be placed upon the superiority of national -chools in all vital 
matters to command attendance. 

(4) To organise the Depressed Classes for a 
better life, to improve their social, mental and moral 
condition, to induce them to send their children to na¬ 
tional schools and to provide for them the ordinary 
facilities which the other citizens enjoy. 

Note .—Whilst therefore where the prejudice against the untouchables is 
still strong in places, separate schools and separate wells must be maintained 
out of Congress funds, every effort should be made to draw’ such children to 
national schools and to persuade the people to allow’ the untouchables to use 
the common wells. 

(5) To organise the temperance campaign am¬ 
ongst the people addiefed to the drink habit by house 
to house visits and to rely more upon appeal to the 
drinker in his home than upon picketing. 

(6) To organise village and town panchayais 
for the private settlement of all disputes, reliance be¬ 
ing placed solely upon force of public opinion and the 
truthfulness of panchayat decisions to ensure obedi* 
cnce to them. 

Note:-^\vi order to avoid even the appearance of coercion no social boycott 
should be resorted to against those who will not obey the panchayat de¬ 
cisions. 

{y) In order to promote and emphasize unity 
among all classes and races and mutual goodwill, the 
establishment of which is the aim of the movement of 
non-co-operation, to organise a social service depart¬ 
ment that will render help to all, irrespective of diff¬ 
erences, in times of illness or accident. 
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Note.—X Non Co-operator, whilst firmly adhering to his creed, will deem 
it a privilege to render personal service in case of illnesa or accident to every 
person whether hnglish or Indian. 

(8) To continue the Tilak Memorial Swaraj Fund 
collections and call upon every Congress man or Cong- 
resss ympathiser to pay at least one-hundredth part of 
his annual income for ig2i. Every province to send 
every month twenty five per cent, of its income from 
the Tilak Memorial Swaraj Fund to the All-India 
Congress Committee. 

The above resolution shall be brought before the 
forthcoming session of the All India Congress Com¬ 
mittee for revision if necessary. 

IV. That the next meeting of the Working Com¬ 
mittee be held on the day on jvhich the forthcoming 
session of the All India Committee meets. 

Resolutions passed by the Working Committee at 
Delhi on the ebih February h)22. 

I. The Committee adopts the report submitted by 
Mahatma Gandhi on foreign propaganda and resol¬ 
ves that he be authorised to give effect to the scheme 
embodied in the report. The Committee hereby sanc¬ 
tions a sum of Rs. 10,000 for initial expenditure for 
the purpose. 

II. Resolved that in future only the resolutions 
of the Committee, unless marked “ privileged, ” be 
sent to the Press. Resolved further that complete 
proceedings of the meetings of the Working Com¬ 
mittee be circulated amongst the members and that

the minutes of one meeting be read and conhrmed at 
the next meeting. 

III. Regarding the application of Mr. D. G. 
Gadre, a non-co-operating pleader, who served in the 
All India Congress Committee office for the months 
of November and December 1920, resolved that Rs. 
200 be paid to him as remuneration. 

IV. Resolved that Rs. 14,00c be sanctioned for 
the office expenditure for the current year. 

V. The Committee having considered the letter 
from Jaraiat-ul-Ulema resolves that the Jamiat be in¬ 
formed that the All-India Congress Committee has 
by its resolution passed on the 25th February 1922, 
fully carried out the intention of the Jamiat resolu¬ 
tion regarding civil disobedience. The Committee, 
however, regrets to observe that in the volunteers’ 
pledge forwarded by the Jamiat the adoption of 
hand-spun and hand-woven khaddar is not strictly 
insisted upon and trusts that at the earliest possible 
opportunity the Jamiat will make the necessary change 
and bring the pledge in confirmity with the Congress 
pledge inasmuch as the universal adoption of khaddar 
is so vitally necessary for the attainment of Swaraj 
and the economic salvation of India. The Committee 
instructs Dr. Ansari to bring the said resolution to 
the notice of the Jamiat and if necessary to wait upon 
them in order to secure the necessary modification. 

VI. The applications for grants to the non-co¬ 
operating pleaders from Utkal and C. P. Hindustani, 
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dated the i6th and 17th inst. be referred to Mahatma 
Gandhi for final disposal. 

VII. All applications for grants be referred to 
Seth Jamnalalji for report. 

VIII. The Working Committee recommends to 
the All-India Congress Committee to reduce the con¬ 
tribution by the provinces towards the All-India 
Congress Committee funds from 25 per cent, to 5 
per cent. 

IX. That the next meeting of the Working Com¬ 
mittee be held on the date and at the place to be de¬ 
termined by Mahatma Gandhi in consultation with the 
President. 

Resolutions passed by the Working Committee at 
Ahmedabad on the ipth and i 8 th March, igze. 

This emergent meeting was held owing to the arrest of Mahatma Gandhi. 
Mr. Gandhi was sentenced to six years imprisonment on March i8th. All 
the resolutions given below', excepting the last two, were passed on March 
17th when Mr. Gandhi was an under trial prisoner. On his conviction on 
March i8th, the Committee met again and passed resolutions 17 and 18. 

I. Resolved that a sum of Rs. 3,00,000 from 
the All-India Committee funds be sanctioned for 
organising a larger production and marketting of 
khaddar. 

II. The Working Committee congratulates the 
country upon the exemplary selfrestraint and peace 
observed throughout the length and breadth of the 
land on and since the arrest of Mahatma Gandhi, and 
trusts that the same dignified restraint will be con¬ 
tinued during the trying times to which the people 
must look forward. 
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The Working Committee is of opinion that obser¬ 
vance of perfect peace in the country at this moment 
of supreme trial is a striking proof of the progress of 
non-violence and is further of opinion that Mahatma 
Gandhi’s arrest and the restraint observed by the 
country have considerably advanced the cause of the 
Khilafat, the Punjab and Swaraj. 

The Working Committee desires to make it clear 
that Mahatma Gandhi’s arrest makes no change in 
the programme recently laid down in the Bardoli- 
Delhi resolutions and calls upon all Congress organ¬ 
isations to devote themselves to the prosecution of 
the constructive programme laid down therein. The 
Working Committee warns the Provincial Committees 
against any hasty use of the powers conferred upon 
them in respect of individual civil disobedience whe¬ 
ther defensive or aggressive. 

The Working Committee regards the universal 
adoption of the spinning wheel and of the consequent 
use of hand-spun and hand-woven khaddar as essential 
for the attainment of the country’s goal and there¬ 
fore urges all Congress and Khilafat organisations 
to prosecute the khaddar programme much more 
vigorously than hitherto. 

Inasmuch as the use of khaddar apart from its 
great and undoubted political value is bound to give 
to millions of India’s homes a steady cottage industry 
needed for the nation’s spare hours and is calculated 
to supplement the slender resources pf millipns ol 
24 
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half-starved poor people and is thus bound to establish 
a link between classes and masses, the Working 
Committee hopes that men and women of all parties 
and races inhabiting India, irrespective of political 
colour, will lend their hearty support and co-operation 
to the movement, and to that end authorises Mian 
Mahomed Haji Jan Mahomed Chhotani and Syt. 
Jamnalal Bajaj to interview capitalists and others in 
order to put the growing national cottage industry 
on a sound economic basis. 

III. With reference to the letter and telegram 
of Syt. J. M. Mehta regarding the question of appoint¬ 
ing a commission of enquiry into the Moplah distur¬ 
bances, the Committee resolved after hearing Syt. 
Keshava Menon that the time for appointing a com¬ 
mission is not yet opportune. 

IV. Resolved that Mr. Sen Gupta be requested 
to make such inquiries as he can into the allegations 
relating to Assam, referred to in several issues of 
“Young India’’ from January to March of this year, 
and also in the resolution passed by the Council of 
the Assam Provincial Congress Committee on 20-2-22. 

V. That the resolution by Mr. Zahur Ahmad re¬ 
garding the Congress attitude towards the Government 
loans be filed. 

VI. With reference to the letter dated March 
3rd, 1922 of the Secy, of the Karnatak Provincial 
Congress Committee regarding its share of the ba¬ 
lance of the funds of the Reception Committee of the 
Bombay Special Session of the Congress now, in th§ 
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hc^nds of the Bombay Provincial Congress Committee, 
resolved that Mr. N. C. Kelkar be requested to see 
the Secretaries of the Bombay Committee and to 
finally settle the dispute. 

VII. Regarding the various telegrams and letters 
asking for a special meeting of the All India Con¬ 
gress Committee at an early date, resolved that in 
view of the resolution (No. j) passed by the Work¬ 
ing Committee there was no immediate necessity to 
call any meeting of the All India Congress Com¬ 
mittee. 

VIII. The Committee strongly recommends the 
people the observance of the National Week from 
the 6th to the 13th April, 1922, by fasting and prayers 
on the 6th and fasting, prayers and a complete and 
peaceful hartal on the 13th. The Committee desires 
that the whole week be spent in rigorously prosecut¬ 
ing the constructive programme of the Congress with 
special reference to the collection of the Tilak Swaraj 
Fund and the manufacture and spread of khaddar. 

IX. Resolved that out of a sum of Rs. 50,000 
already sanctioned for the U. P. Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee by resolution No. 23 of the Grants 
Sub-Committee a sum of Rs. 10,000 be immediately 
remitted to the Committee and with regard to the 
remainder the resolution of the Grants Sub-Commit¬ 
tee referred to should be given effect to as the General 
Secretary thinks proper. 

X. Resolved that Rs. 5,000 be granted to the 
Kerala Provincial Congress Committee for general 
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Congress work and the amount be deducted from the 
sum of Rs. 84,000 sanctioned for relief in Malabar 
by resolution No. 5 of the Working Committee held 
on 17-1-22, and further that Rs. 20,000 out of the 
above amount of Rs. 84,000 be remitted for relief 
work. 

XI. Regarding the amount of Rs. 10,000 sanc¬ 
tioned as grant to the Rohtak Anglo Vernacular 
School by resolution No. 3 (a) of the Working Com¬ 
mittee held on 23-11-21, resolved that the amount be 
paid to the Secy, of the Punjab Provincial Congress 
Committee after duducting any sums which may be 
due by the Punjab Provincial Congress Committee to 
the All India Congress Committee in connection with 
the contribution of 25 per cent, of the Tilak Swaraj 
Fund to the All India Congress Committee. 

XII. Resolved that the balance of Rs. 15,000 out 
of the amount of Rs. 25,000 sanctioned for famine 
relief in the Ceded Districts be paid to Syt. T. Praka- 
sam representing the Andhra Provincial Congress 
Committee, and the Committee be asked to submit a 
detailed account of the expenditure. 

XIII. Resolved that all applications for grants 
be .taken for consideration at the next sitting of the 
Committee. 

XIV. With reference to resolution No. i passed 
by the Working Committee at Delhi on the 26th Feb¬ 
ruary the Committee authorises Sy\. Vithalbhai J. 
Patel to carry out the resolution in the absence of 
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Mahatma Gandhi and issue “ The Congress Bulletin ” 
in Bombay. 

XV. Resolved that the consideration of all app¬ 
lications for grants be postponed till after the bud¬ 
get for the year is considered by this Committee. 

XVI. With reference to Syt. S. V. Kowjalgi’s 
letter dated 13th March to Mahatma Gandhi, a copy 
of which was forwarded to the General Secretary, 
the Committee, after hearing Mr. Kowjalgi, resolves 
that if efforts be made locally for raising subscrip¬ 
tions for the education of the backward and depressed 
classes in the Bijapur district, applications received 
from the district for grants therefore will be favour¬ 
ably considered, funds permitting, on Mr. Kowjalgi 
submitting a report on the number of schools actually 
started in the district, the amount to be spent on such 
schools annually, and the amount locally raised for 
the purpose. 

[The Committee met immediately after Mahatma Gandhi’^> trial was over, 
resultirg in his conviction for six years, and passed the following resolu¬ 
tions.] 

XVII. The Working Committee while realising 
that Mahatma Gandhi’s conviction deprives the coun¬ 
try of the guidance of its universally trusted and 
belPved leader rejoices that through him India delivers 
to the world, even in her bondage, her ancient message 
of truth and non-violence. 

XVIlI. Resolved that the next meeting of the 
Working Committee be fixed by the General Secretary 
in consultation with the President. 
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Resolutions passed l>y the Working Committee 
at Calcutta on the 20th, 3 isl and 22nd April, 1^22. 

I. After taking into consideration invitations 
from Behar, Andhra, Ajmer, Gujarat and Karnatak 
and after hearing Mr. Prakasam on behalf of 
Andhra and Babu Rajendra Prasad on behalf of 
Behar, the Committee resolved ;— 

That the invitation of the Behar Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee to hold the next Congress at Gaya 
be accepted. 

II. With reference to the President's telegram 
of the 19th April resolved :— 

That the subject matter of the telegram may be 
considered at the next meeting of the Working Com¬ 
mittee to be convened as soon as possible at Bombay, 
the date to be settled by the General Secretary in 
consultation with the President.

Read and discussed the Khaddar Scheme 
submitted by Mr. Jamnalal Bajaj,' Mr. Chhotani’s 
telegram and Mr. Patel’s proposals. Resolved 

That Babu Rajendra Prasad do draw up resolu¬ 
tions incorporating results of the discussion and send 
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copies of the same to Mr. Chhotani, Mr. Bajaj, Mr, 
Patel and other members of the Working Committee, 
and that the matter he brought up by the General 
Secretary for final disposal at the next meeting of 
the Working Committee, 

V. Read an application from the Registrar, 
Gujarat Vidyapitha through the Gujarat Provincial 
Congress Committee for a grant of Rs. 22,381 by the 
Trustees of the Bombay Tilak Swaraj Fund to the 
Antyaja Karyalaya, Ahmedabad, for organising 
education amongst depressed classes in Gujarat. The 
Working Committee recommends:— 

That a sum of Rs. 5000 be granted to the Antyaja 
Karyalaya, Ahmedabad and resolves to ask for in¬ 
formation from the Trustees as to the total amount 
earmarked for work amongst the depressed classes 
and that the General Secretary do make proposals 
for utilizing the .same to be placed before the Com¬ 
mittee for recommendation to the Trustees.

X. Read a letter addressed to Mr. Jamnalat 
Bajaj from Mr. Dinanath.a non-co-operating pleader 
of Surat, expressing his willingness to serve on the 
staff under the proposed khaddar scheme. Resolved 
that, the application be referred to the Surat District 
Congress Committee for opinion. 

Xf. The Working Committee having read and 
considered the report and recommendations of Mr. 
Jamnadas Mehta., who was deputed by the President 
to investigate the situation that had arisen in Ajmer 
owing to the differences and disputes among the 
Congress workers, and more especially among the 
office-bearers of the Ajmer Provincial Congress Com¬ 
mittee, and report to the Working Committee, here¬ 
by accepts all those recommendations and appoints 
Messrs. Patel and Ansari as Special Commis¬ 
sioners to proceed to Ajmer as soon as possible 
and carry them out by holding fresh elections and 
taking all or any of the steps referred to in those 
recommendations as may be found necessary. The 
Working Committee puts on recorc^its thanks to Mr. 
Mehta for his labours in this connection. 

XII. The Working Committee accepts the dona¬

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Jamnala Bajaj in response to the Committee’s request 
in respect of the Lawyers’ Fund. .The Committee 
resolves that the fund be kept and administered solely 
by Seth JamnalahBajaj, or his nominee, his decision 
being final in every case. 

Xm. The Working Committee is of opinion that 
in order to make the Congress organisation more 
democratic and representative, special efforts should 
be made by Congress workers to enrol a large num¬ 
ber of members from the depressed and working clas¬ 
ses on the Congress register. 

XIV. Resolved that no stores or depots managed 
by any Congress organisation should deal with any 
but pure hand-spun and hand-woven khaddar and 
that no Congress funds should be expended on the 
manufacture of cloth in which any but pure hand 
spun yarn is used. 

XV. The Working Committee reiterates that as 
far as possible, and except in very special cases, the 
All India Congress Committee is not in a position to 
make grants for provincial purposes and trusts that 
every Provincial Congress Committee will endeavour 
to raise funds and be self-supporting. The Work¬ 
ing Committee reminds the Provincial Congress Com¬ 
mittees that only 5 per cent, of the collection of Tilak 
Swaraj Fund has been recommended as the All India 
quota in future in order to make the provincial fiin- 
ances independent. 

XVI. The Working Committee confirms the Gan¬ 
dhi Day resolution that the i8th day of every month. 
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SO long as Mahatma Gandhi is kept away from us, 

, shall be observed throughout India as a day of sacri¬ 
fice and prayer and that every person shall set apart 
that day’s income as his contribution towards the 
Tilak Swaraj Fund. The Working Committee re¬ 
solves that it should be left to every donor to accept 
this method of contribution to the Tilak Swaraj P'und 
or the Bardoli resolution of contributing one per cent, 
of the annual income, either or both, according to his 
desire. 

XV 11 . With reference to the letter from the 
Secretary, Punjab Khilafat Committee enquiring whe¬ 
ther a non-co-operator can enter into any legal de¬ 
fence in a civil case, the Working Committee advises 
that the resolution of the Congress has already 
been explained by this Committee in its resolution X 
dated rqth June, 1921 a copy of the relevant part of 
which is herewith attached;—

the Congress resolution regaiding Ia\N>eis and la\N courts, the Working Com¬ 
mittee resolves that the non co-operators should, in the event of piosecution or 
a civil suit being hi ought against them, not participate in the proceedings 
beyond making before the court a full statement of facts m order to establish 
then innocence before the public,” 

XVTII. Read a letter from Mr. Devdas Gandhi 
regarding payment to Mrs. George Joseph: resolved 
that the letter be referre’d to Mr. Jamnalal Bajaj for 
final disposal. 

XIX. Resolved that out of the sum granted to 
the U. P. Congress Committee at the last meeting of 
this Committee the Council of the said Committee 
be permitted to advance Rs. 25,000 to the Nationalist 
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Journals Ltd. to eufeble them to re-start the Indepen¬ 
dent and run it on Congress lines, providing for a 
lien on properties of the Company for the amount 
advanced.

India Congress Committee. 

V. Resolved that copy of the letter of Mr. Moi- 
deen Koya dated the i6th August, 1922 regarding 
the administration of the Kerala Congress Relief 
Funds be sent to the Kerala Provincial Congress Com¬ 
mittee for such remarks as they may be advised to 
make, and the General Secretary be empowered to 
deal with the matter finally. 

VI. Read letter of the Secretary, Tilak Swarajya 
Fund, Bombay dated the 8th August 1922. Resolved 
that the General Secretary be authorised to communi¬ 
cate with the Tilak Swarajya Fund Trustees, Bombay 
with a view to settle the matter finally. 

VII. Read letter of the Secretary, Tilak Swa¬ 
rajya Fund, Bombay dated the 6th August, 1922 re¬ 
garding Rs. 3,00,000 paid to the Gujerat Provincial 
Congress Committee. Resolved that copies of the 
whole correspondence be sent to the Gujerat Provin¬ 
cial Congress Committee and the Committee be asked 
to give their version of the case.

withstanding repeated demands nor have any steps 
been taken to dispose of the chairs and other furni¬ 
ture. It resolves that any balance of money on ac¬ 
count of the Nagpur Congress should at once be paid 
to this Committee in payment of its dues and trusts 
that the parties concerned will realise their responsi¬ 
bility in the matter and take the necessary steps in 
this behalf. It further resolves that Seth Jamnalal 
Bajaj be authorised to dispose of the said furniture 
as early as possible and credit the sum realised to 
the All India Congress Committee in full or part 
payment of any balance as the case may be and to 
report the result to this Committee for such action 
as it may deem necessary and proper for the realiza¬ 
tion of the balance, if any. 

IX. Read letter of the Bengal Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee dated the 30th August and the 
enclosed resolutions, (a) This Committee regrets that 
it is unable to sanction the grant of Rs. 2,000 for 
depressed classes work in Barisal district, (b/' This 
Committee regrets that it cannot grant the applica¬ 
tion for Rs. 10,000 for the Dyeing Laboratory to be 
started at Dacca. 

- X. That copy of the letter of the Secretary, Dis¬ 
trict Congress Committee, Indore dated 1-9-1922 be 
sent to the Ajmer Provincial Congress Committee for 
such explanation as they may have to offer and their 
particular attention be drawn to the statements of the

This Committee desires that the 2nd Octo¬ 
ber be observed as the birthday of Mahatma Gandhi 
in a fitting manner. Prayers for the realization of the 
national aims and for the health and long life of 
Mahatma Gandhi should be offered and steps taken 
for the propagation of khaddar. 

XIV. The Working Committee of the Indian 
National Congress offers its sincere congratulations 
on behalf of the people of India to His Excellency 
Ghazi Mustafa Kemal Pasha and the Turkish Nation 
for their glorious victories and assures them of India’s 
continued support. 

The General Secretary is authorised to cable the 
foregoing resolution to His Excellency Ghazi Mustafa 
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Kemal Pasha through His Excellency Djelaluddin 
Arif Bey, Ambassador of the Angora Government at 
Rome.' 

XV. This Committee expresses its grief at the 
death of Babu Moti Lai Ghose, the Editor of the 
Amrita Bazar Patrika”, whose ripe judgment and 
vast experience derived from his life-long services 
were particularly needed in the critical times through 
which the country is now passing. 

XVi. Considered the applications for loans from 
the Khaddar Fund on behalf of the provinces of 
Kerala, Karnatak, C. P. Marathi, U. P., Behar, 
Bengal and Assam and the recommendations of Seth 
Jamnalal Bajaj, inember-in-chargc, Khaddar Depart¬ 
ment thereon.

I. Resolved that representatives of newspapers 
be admitted to the meeting of the All India Congress 
Committee on condition that they agree not to publish 
any report till it is approved by one of the General 
Secretaries. 

II. Resolved that a sub-committee consisting 
of Messrs G. B. Deshpande and J. M. Sen Gupta be 
appointed to decide !all disputes regarding elections 
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in C. P. Marathi and Maharashtra with power, in 
case of difference, to appoint an umpire, and that their 
decision be final. 

The following resolutions (No«. Ill to X) mere adopted to be placed 
before the meeting of the All India Congress Committee for discussion. 

III. This Committee accepts the report of the 
Civil Disobedience Enquiry Committee on the ques¬ 
tion of civil disobedience and resolves (a) that the 
country is not prepared at present to embark upon 
general mass civil disobedience but, in view of the 
fact that a situation may arise in any part of the 
country demanding an immediate resort to mass 
civil disobedience of a limited character e. g. the 
breaking of a particular law or the non-payment of 
a particular tax for which the people are ready, this 
Committee authorises Provincial Committees to sanc¬ 
tion such limited mass civil disobedience on their 
own responsibility, if the conditions laid down for 
mass civil disobedience by this Committee in its 
resolution No. 2 dated the 4th November 1921 are 
fulfilled; (b) that resolution No. 2 passed by this 
Committee at Delhi, on the 4th November 1921, which 
gives Provincial Committees all the powers necessary 
to determine upon a resort to civil disobedience of 
any kind whatever be restored and resolution I clause 
I passed on the 24th P'ebruary, to the extent it con¬ 
flicts with that resolution, be cancelled; provided that 
general mass civil disobedience'is not permissible. 

IV. This Committee accepts the recommendation 
of the Civil Disobedience Enquiry Committee regar- 
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ding the question of the boycott of British goods and 
resolves that inasmuch as it is impossible at present 
to boycott all British goods the question be referred 
to a Committee for a full report as to what goods 
may be successfully boycotted and that such report 
be submitted and circulated before the next Congress 
meets. 

Resolved further that the Congress programme 
regarding khaddar and the boycott of all foreign 
cloth shall not be affected by this resolution. 

The following gentlemen shall be members of the 
said Committee :— 

Syts. N. C. Sen, J. K. Mehta and N. C. Kelkar. 

V. This Committee declares that it is desirable 
for non-co-operators to seek election to Municipalities 
and District or Local Boards with a view to facilitate 
the working of the constructive programme but consi¬ 
ders that no hard and fast rules should be at present 
laid down to regulate or restrict the activities of 
non-co'operating members beyond advising them to 
act in harmony with local or provincial Congress 
organizations. 

VI. with reference to the boycott of Government 
and aided educational institutions this Committee 
accepts the recommendation of the Civil Disobedience 
Enquiry Committee, and declares that the boycott of 
Government' and aided educational institutions is 
sound in principle and that it must be maintained 
as an ideal to be always kept in view and followed 
so far as practicable. 
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This Coroiiiittee resolves that all active pro¬ 
paganda calling' upon boys to come out of schools 
and colleges be suspended for the present. 

This Committee resolves further that without 
resorting to picketing or other aggressive propaganda 
reliance should be placed upon the superiority of 
National schools or colleges for drawing scholars 
from Government or aided institutions and that in 
that view every province should be called upon to 
put the existing National educational institutions on 
a sound financial basis and to improve their efficiency 
in every possible way. 

VII. This Committee declares in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Civil Disobedience 
Enquiry Committee that the boycott of law courts 
by litigants and lawyers must be maintained as an 
ideal but having regard to the difficulties which the 
country has experienced resolves :— 

(a) That greater effort should be made to 
establish Panchayals and to cultivate a 
strong public opinion in their favour. 

(h) That the right of electors to elect whom 
they please should not be restricted by any 
rule and that provinces which have gone 
beyond the Congress resolution in impos¬ 
ing disabilities upon practising lawyers as 
such should withdraw those disabilities 
and put them on the same footing as others 
who have signed the Congress creed. 
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(c) That the principle of no defence and no bail 

should be followed by non-co-operators 
accused of offences of a political nature 
but need not be extended to other cases. 

(d) That resort to law courts by the parties in 

civil or criminal cases of a non-political 
nature should be left to their discretion, 

Vlfl. This Committee is of opinioti that the 
following resolution passed by the Congress at Nag¬ 
pur should be carried out without further delay and 
appoints the gentlemen named below to carry out 
the resolution ;—* 

“That this Congress is of opinion that Indian labour should be organised 
v^ith a vie>v to improve and promote their well-being and secure to them their 
just rights and also to prevent exploitation (i) of Indian labour (2) of 
Indian resouices, l)y foreign agencies, and that the All India Congress 
Committee should appoint a Committee to take effective steps in that behalf.” 

IX. This Committee resolves that individuals 
should be given full freedom to exercise the right 
of private defence within the limits defined by law 
except when carrying on Congress work or on 
occasions directly arising therefrom, subject always 
to the condition that it is not likely to lead to a 
general outburst of violence. . 

—Using force in privnte defence in gross cases, such as insults to 
religion outrages on the modesty of nomei- or indecent assaults on hoys 
and men is not prohihited undei any ci.cnmstances 

X. Whereas the working of the legislative 
councils during their first term has, besides proving 
a serious impediment to the redress of the Khilafat 

were mentioned in the Working Committee resolution as this 
was a draft resolution for the consideration of the A. I. C. C.^A Labour Suh- 
Committee was appointed subsecjuentlv by the Gaya Congress, 
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and Punjab wrongs and the speedy attainment of 
Swaraj, caused great misery and hardship to the 
pfople and whereas it is desirable that steps should 
be taken in strict accordance with the principles of 
non-violent non-co-operation to avoid the recurrence 
of the evil; 

It is resolved, with reference to the report of the 
Civil Disobedience Knquiry Committee, that this 
Committee recommends to the Congress that non-co¬ 
operators should contest the elections on the issue 
of the redress of the Punjab and Khilafat wrongs 
and immediate Swaraj and make every endeavour 
to be returned in a majority. It is further recom¬ 
mended that in view of the new Councils assembling 
early in January 1924, the Congress Session of 1923 
be held during the first instead of the last week of 
December, and the matter be again brought up for 
such final mandate by the Congress as it may under 
the circumstances deem fit to issue. 

XI. Resolved that the application of C. P. Hin¬ 
dustani P. C. C. regarding the Khaddar loan granted 
last year be forwarded to the Member-in-Charge, 
All India Khaddar Department, for report. 

XII. Resolved that the sum of Rs. 3,00,000 paid 
to Gujrat by the Trustees, Tilak Swarajya Fund, 
Bombay, be treated as a grant. 

XIII. Resolved that the Bombay Provincial 
Congress Committee be requested to submit a report 
explaining why they have not carried out this com* 
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mittee's resolutions Nos. XXII dated the6th Novem¬ 
ber-igit and XXI dated the 15th May 1922. 

Resolved that Pandit Motilal Nehru 
requested to put himself in communication with- 
prominent Hindu and Mohammedan gentlemen to 
form a Reconciliation Committee to adjust the 
differences between the Hindus and the Moham¬ 
medans of Multan.

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Resolutions passed by the Working Committee 
at Gaya on the ist and 2nd January, 192^. 

I. Resolved that Syt. Rajendra Prasad be ap¬ 
pointed Working General Secretary. 

II. That the office of the All India Congress Com¬ 
mittee be removed to Patna and the Working General 
Secretary be authorised to hire a house for the 
location of the office and to incur necessary expen¬ 
diture for the same. 

III. The Working Committee of the Indian 
National Congress draws the attention of the country 
to the resolutions of the Congress passed at Gaya 
and calls upon all Congress Committees to take 
immediate steps to carry them out and in particular 
to take early measures for the collection of Rs. 25 
lacs for the Tilak Swarajya Fund, the enrol¬ 
ment of 50,000 volunteers and the strengthening 
of the national organisation. The Working Com¬ 
mittee further appeals to all Provincial Congress 
Committees to complete the collections and the 
enrolment of volunteers according to their quota 
before the 30th April, 1923. 

Provided that in the areas where the enrolment 
of Congress volunteers is now prohibited under the 
Criminal Law Amendment Act and would in itsejf 
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amount to civil disobedience, enrolment shall begin 
only after fresh instructions from the Working 
Committee. 

That out of all collections for the Tilak Swarajya 
Fund 5 % be remitted from time to time to the All 
India treasurer and not less than one-half the 
amount collected from the ist January, 1923, be 
reserved and kept unspent by every Provincial Com¬ 
mittee until instructions are issued by this Committee 
after the 30th April, 1923. 

IV. That Mr. Das’s statement dated ist January, 
1923, be replied to by the Working Committee by a 
statement to be drafted by Syts. C. Rajagopala- 
chariar and Rajendra Prasad. 

V. With reference to Swami Shraddhanand’s 
resignation, resolved that the remaining members of 
the Depressed Classes Sub-Committee do form the 
Committee and Mr. Yajnik be the convener. 

VI With reference to the letter of Mr. R. J.

Mr. J. Mehta’s wires were considered and 
it was resolved that the General Secretary should 
send a wire to*Mr. Mehta asking for an account 
of expenses already incurred and an estimate of 
future expenditure, 
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VIII. With reference to his telegram applying 
for Rs. 5,000 for Hindi prachar, Mr. Harihar 
Sharma is requested to send an exact statement of 
funds in his hands and the details of the expenditure 
every month in the southern provinces. 

IX. The C. P. Marathi election disputes are 
referred to Syt. Deshpande for a consolidated report 
before the next meeting. 

X. The complaint forwarded by the President,

With reference to Mr. S. S. Setlur’s letter 
of the 26th November, resolved that existing Cong¬ 
ress Committees may continue to be worked in Native 
States as hitherto, unless the Provincial Committees 
concerned decide otherwise with reference to parti¬ 
cular circumstances. 

XII. Resolved that the next meeting be held at 
3 p. M.on Monday the 29lh January, 1923, at 18^/85, 
Kalbadevi, Bombay. 


Resolutions passed by the IVorking Committee 
at Bombay on the egth, ^oth and 31st January and 
ist, 2nd and 3rd February, 1923. 

I. Budget for Rs. 12,000 for 1923 for the office 
of the All India Congress Committee was sanctioned* 
IL Considered letter from Pt. Motilal Nehru, 
forwarding copy of a letter from Lala Bodhraj 
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regarding the relations between the Hindus and 
Musalraans at Multan. Resolved that in view of the 
urgency and importance of the question, a deputation 
consisting of Maulana Abul Kalam Azad and Pt. 
Madan Mohan Malaviya do visit Multan in February 
to bring about a reconciliation between the two par¬ 
ties. 

III. Considered various proposed resolutions 
regarding the affairs in Multan and a telegram from 
Lala Kewal Kishan. Resolved thatPt. Madan Mohan 
Malaviya and Maulana Abul Kalam Azad be autho¬ 
rised to make a grant for the relief at Multan of a 
sum up to Rs. 10,000 if they are satisfied as to the 
necessity thereof and also to make arrangements for 
its disbursement. 

IV. With reference to a telegram of Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya intimating his inability to 
proceed to Multan in this month, February, resolved 
that Pandit Santanam be requested to communicate 
with Maulana Abul Kalam Azad and Pandit Mala- 
viyaj'i and have a suitable date fixed for their visit. 

V. Resolved that the i8th March, 1923, being 
the anniversary of Mahatma Gandhi’s incarceration 
should be observed throughout the country as a day 
of sacrifice and prayer in a fitting manner ; and that 
the Working Committee calls upon the people of 
■India to observe a peaceful hartal throughout the 
country on that day. It is further resolved that in 
places where that day happens to be a New Year’s 
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Day, business should be suspended at least after 12 
noon. 

That meetings should be held in all places to 
record the country’s determination to carry on the 
non-violent struggle until its demands are conceded ; 
and that the whole week from the loth, the day of 
Mahatniaji’s arrest, to the i8th, the day of his 
conviction, should be devoted to concentrated efforts 
for collections for the Tilak Swarajya Fund, enrol¬ 
ment of volunteers and propagation of khaddar. 

VI. Babu Rajendra Prasad is authorised to 
investigate the proposal of placing the custody of 
Bodh Gaya Temple in Buddhist hands and to make a 
report to this Committee. Babu Rajendra Prasad is 
also empowered to co-opt suitable persons in the 
investigation. 

VII. Considered suggested resolutions regarding 
the position of affairs in East and South Africa and 
the general situation there; 

Resolved that this Committee views with grave 
concern the development of affairs in East and South 
Africa and warns the Imperial Government that if 
they are unable to protect the lives, honour and just 
rights of Indian citizens in the British Dominions 
and Colonies, the people of India will be compelled 
to reconsider their views regarding India’s partner¬ 
ship in the Empire. The VVorking Committee assures 
the Indians in East and South Africa of its support 
in their struggle and urges them to carry it on by 
all legitimate and non-violent means. 
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VI [I. Resolved that Dr. Sathaye be appointed 
convener of the Labour Sub Committee and requested 
to report to this Committee the result of the Sub- 
Committee's preliminary deliberations and plan of 
work, if any, fixed upon, and that Rs. 200be advanced 
to him for initial expenses. 

IX. The General Seeretary is requested to call 
immediately for reports from various provinces as 
to what steps have been taken to carry out the 
Congress resolutions. In regard to provinces where 
work is not carried out by the Provincial Committees, 
the General Secretary is authorised to take steps 
(including the authorisation of individuals and com¬ 
mittees) in consultation with Dr. Ansari, Mr. Desh- 
pande and Mr. Vallabhbhai Patel for carrying out 
the Congress resolutions. 

X. The All India Congress Working Committee 
congratulates the people of Lahore on their decision 
to have the Lawrence statue removed as being a 
standing insult and humiliation to the nation and 
hopes that they will carry on their struggle in a 
perfectly non-violent manner and continue it till they 
achieve success, prepared to make all sacrifices that 
they may be called fipon to make. 

XL Whereas it is necessary for the Indian 
National Congress to have a central place for office- 
records, library etc., and whereas the Gandhi Nagar 
Managing Committee of Delhi offers to the Cong¬ 
ress landed property etc. worth Rs. 2 lacs with a 
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promise of Rs. one lac from Seth Raghumal for the 
construction of a hall: 

It is resolved that the offer be accepted and that 
the grateful thanks of the nation be offered to the 
donors. 

XII. Regarding Maharashtra election disputes, 
read letters from Messrs. V. G. Joshi, V. V. Dastane 
and H. G. Phatak dated 29th Janaury, 1923. Mr, 
Gangadhar Rao Deshpande explained the aibitratien 
proceedings and award. 

Resolved that (a) regarding the interpretation of 
the phrase, “present executive committee'’ in the 
award on the Poona Congress committee elections 
of its own office-bearers and representatives of the 
Provincial Congress Committee, the Working Com¬ 
mittee holds that the phrase “present executive com¬ 
mittee ” means the committee then holding office at 
the time, namely, that of which Mr. Phatak was the 
president. 

The procedure followed by the Secretary, Maha¬ 
rashtra C. C. in calling upon Mr. Phatak, the secre¬ 
tary, to hold fresh elections and the elections held 
in accordance with it of the 28th January were right 
and proper. 

(b) Regarding the office bearers and executive 
committee of the P. C. C. the award must be given 
effect to and, from and after 31st January 1923, the 
seats held by the gentlemen named in the award as 
l)opnd to resign before the date in conformity with 
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the decision of the Gaya Congress, should be deemed 
vacant and be filled in by fresh elections. 

XIII. Resolved that Messrs. Osman Sobani 
and Mathuradas Tricamji be requested to take steps 
to open an employment bureau in Bombay for pro¬ 
viding situations for non-cooperating young men 
and that a sum of Rs. 200 be advanced to them for 
office expenses in this connection. They are also 
requested to arrange if possible to open similar 
bureaus in other important centres in India. 

XIV. Resolved that a sum of Rs. 5,000 be gran¬ 
ted to the Madras Hindi Sahitya Sammelan for Hindi 
prachar work in the Madras Presidency. 

XV. Considered resolution of the Working 
Committee of the Delhi Provincial Congress Commit¬ 
tee asking for allotment of one more member of the 
All India Congress Committee to that province: 

Resolved that the Working Committee is unable 
to increase the number of members returned to the 
All India Congress Committee by the province of 
•Delhi. 

XVI. Resolved that a deputation do tour the 
country with a view to educate the people on the 
Congress programme fixed upon at Gaya and that 
the General Secretary be authorized to draw a sum 
up to Rs. 5>ooo to defray the expenses of the 
deputation. 

XVII. Read scheme proposed by the Khaddar 
Department regarding hawking service and carding 
instructors ; 
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Resolved that the scheme be adopted and a grant of 
Rs. 3 lacs for the purpose be sanctioned, and that a 
report of the progress of the scheme be submitted 
in May next.* 

XVIII. Read letter from the Khaddar Depart¬ 
ment suggesting that Syt. Mathuradas Purushottam 
be appointed Director of the Production Department 
in place of Syt. Lakshmidas Purushottam; 

Resolved that the suggestion be accepted. 

♦The following is the scheme referred to:— 

(1) Production of khaddar is greatly hampered for want of prompt or 
proper demand. 

(2) The necessity of a steadfast body of workers, who can stick to this 
part of Congress work alone is keenly felt, and 

(3) Those that want to stick to it, have yet to be offered means for 
permanent subsistence. 

I. To alleviate all these difficulties, I propose to organise through the 
provinces, a khaddar hawking and home-selling (men and women stocking 
khaddar in their houses and selling) service, 3,000 men .strong, /, e, one 
man for every lac of our total population. 

The objective is to sell through these hawkers and home-sellers alone 
at least one crore of rupees worth of khaddar, throughout the country by 
the end of this year, and to maintain these workers by selling khaddar at 
one anna per rupee above its actual cost, and paying that anna to the actual 
sellers. As an incentive I propose to pay them for the first year, a further 
remuneration of ten rupees for every five hundred rupees worth of khaddar 
sold by them which for a total sale of one crore of rupees, would amount to 
rupees two lacs. I request the Working Committee to sanction this 
amount as a grant. 

II. Khaddar must greatly improve in quality and come down in price, 
before its use can become universal in our country. The heads of my 
departments strongly advise me, and I am sufficiently convinced, 

(0 That both these improvements can be effected, only in proportion 
as the number of processes of ginning and carding cotton and weaving yarn 
are put into the hands of the spinning family, and that again more advant¬ 
ageously, wh§n they have their own cotton, and 

(2) That the introduction of home-carding is the first step towards 
their achievement. 

I therefore propose to organise through the provinces, another 
service of travelling instructors, 600 men strong /. e, twenty for every 
crore of our total population. One instructor can train on an average 
thirty men and cover about two villages, every month. We can thus finish 
about ten thousand villages, by the end of this year. This number will he 
sufficient to enable the industry to spread broadcast in our country of its 
own accord; and we expect to be free and better equipped, with steadfast 
hands, to tackle with the remaining processes from the beginning of the 
next year.

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XIX. Resolved that the next meeting of the 
Working Committee be held at 123-24 Canning Street, 
{Burra Bazar Congress Committee’s office,) Calcutta, 
between the i8th and 23rd March 1923, the date to 
be fixed by the General Secretary. 

XX. Regarding C. P. Marathi election disputes: 

(1) Resolved that the award of Mr. Das as 
umpire confirming the co-option of members to 
the Provincial Congress Committee be deemed final. 

(2) The arbitrators not having given final awards 
in respect of the elections of Wardha taluq and 
Chanda taluq, the Working Committee, taking 
account of the fact that the objections to the elections 
held were only technical and in view also of the 
unanimous opinion recorded by the arbitrators in 
favour of the relaxation of the rigid application of 
the rules, resolves that the said elections be upheld 
and confirmed hereby. 

(3) Resolved that the elections in Brahmapuri 
taluq be also upheld, as no complaint was made in 
respect of them to the Provincial Congress Committee. 

At Rs. 30-each per mensem, the total salary of tne instructors will 
amount to Rs. 2,16,ooo-for a period o| one year. I propose that half the 
amount be allowed as a grant, to those provinces that bear the remaining 
half. And for .this again I further request the Working Cpmmittee to 
sanction another one lac of rupees. 

Thi'? sum of three lacs is allotted and earmared for the re.spective pro¬ 
vinces as per detailed statement attached herewith. ^ 

Provincial Committees may utilise the grant among wholetime workers 
chosen out of the volunteers enrolled under the Gaya resolutions, provided 
that these volunteers are put on whole-lime work under this scheme. 

Any province prepared to employ more volunteers under this kheme can 
apply for further allotments to be made out of unspent balances in other 
provinces.

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(4) Resolved that the result of the re-elections 
held in Arvi, Sakoli.

Resolved that in the collections to be 
made in big centres like Calcutta, Bombay, Rangoon 
etc., donors may earmark their subscriptions to the 
Tilak Swarajya Fund for All-India or provincial 
funds according to their desire. 
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XXIV. Resolved that the Bombay Provincial 
Congress Committee be requested to agree that out 
of the collections made for the Tilak Swarajya Fund 
in Bombay in accordance with the Gaya Congress 
resolution, a sum of not less than 3 lacs be contribu¬ 
ted to the All India funds over and above the S per 
cent, quota, provided that if any donations in Bom¬ 
bay be earmarked by donors for All India, the 
difference only, if any, be made up. 

XXV. Read letter of Mr. Godrej dated the 17th 
January, 1923, suggesting that the interest on his 
donation of Rs. 3 lacs to the Tilak Swaraj Fund be 
applied by him to agricutural improvement on the 
lines of a scheme prepared by him:

{v) If the All India Congress Committee, -to be convened before the 31st 
May, declares against such civil disobedience, a special session of 
the Congress should meet about the end of June, 
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{vt) The All India Congress Committee meeting in May will provide 
satisfactory machineiy for the disposal of disputes regarding the 
election of delegates in a fair and impartial manner. 

(vtt) The decision of the special session will be loyally carried out by 
all parties and there will be no sepaiate organisations for taking 
action contrary to that decision. 

(2) (/) Suspension of Council propaganda on both sides till the 30th April. 
(«) Both parties to be at liberty to work the remaining items of their 
respective programmes in the interval without interfering with 
each other. 

(/«) The majority party will be at liberty to cany on their propaganda 
in accordance with the Gaya programme about money and volunteers. 
(tv) The minority party will co-opeiate with the majority party in 
appealing for and raising such funds and enlisting such workers 
as may be necessary for the constructive programme and also ini 
working the constructive programme and other common matters. 

(v) Each party to adopt such course after the 30th April as it may be 
advised. 

II. Resolved that Pandit Motilal Nehru, Maulana 
Abul Kalam Azad, Maulana Abdul Majid, Mrs. Sa- 
rojini Naidu, Mr, C. Rajagopalachariar, Dr. M. A.

gress be convened at Bombay about the middle of 
August next. 

This Committee empowers the Working Com¬ 
mittee to take all necessary action in this behalf. 

NoU :—This Committee also decides that in case a special .se.s8ion is 
convened, Maulana Ahul Kalam Azad be proposed for the presidentship, 

V. This Committee deplores the attitude of some 
Provincial Congress Committees in defying the 
authority of the All India Congress Committee by 
passing resolutions expressing their intention to 
disobey the Bombay resolution of the All India Com¬ 
mittee. This attitude is not only subversive of all 
discipline but is calculated to break up the Congress 
organisation and, if persisted in, will compel the 
Committee to take disciplinary action. 

VI. This Committee records its deep apprecia¬ 
tion of the steadfast and determined resistance 
offered by the brave Satyagrahis in defence of the 
National Flag at Nagpur. The Committee congra¬ 
tulates the Central Provinces and the other provinces 
on their splendid response and desires the Working 
Committee to take all necessary steps to assist the 
Nagpur Committee in carrying the campaign to a 
successful issue, 
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This Committee calls upon the country to observe 
the next Gandhi Day as the Flag Day and instructs 
all Provincial Committees to organise Flag proces¬ 
sions and public displays of the flag by the people. 

VII. Considered the question of Maharashtra 
nominations and heard Mr. Paranjape: 

Resolved that the Working Committee is of 
opinion that the right of nominating members of 
the All-India Congress Committee given under the 
award of Messrs. Deshpande and Sen-Gupta applied 
only to the particular occasion and cannot be cons¬ 
trued to override the principle of election for sub¬ 
sequent vacancies. The Committee therefore is 
of opinion that the four nominations made are 
invalid and directs the Maharashtra Provincial Con¬ 
gress Committee to fill the vacancies in accordance 
with the provisions of Art. XIX of the Congress 
Constitution.

Resolutions passed by the IVorkitig Couimittee 
at Visagapatam on the 2nd and 3rd and at Nagpur on 
the 6th, /th and 8th of August, 7923. 

I. Minutes of the meetings held on the 7th, 8th, 
nth and 12th, July at Nagpur mere confirmed. 
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II. Resolved that the following resolutions be 
placed ]?efore the All India Congress Committee 
meeting tomorrow:— 

Resolved that the special session of the Congress 
decided on at Nagpur be held as early as possible in 
September in Bombay. If there be any difficulty 
with regard to the venue, the president is authorised 
to arrange for the special session being held at any 
other place. 

III. The decision of the British Government on the 
Kenya question having made it clear that it is not 
possible for India to have an equal and honourable 
place in the British Empire, the Working Committee 
of the Indian National Congress is of opinion that 
there should be a solemn demonstration throughout 
India to mark the event. The Committee therefore 
resolves that there shall be a peaceful hartal through¬ 
out India on the 26th of August. There shall be 
meetings everywhere on that day at which resolutions 
should be passed calling upon the people to abstain 
from participation in the British Empire Exhibition, 
the Imperial Conference, the Empire Day celebra¬ 
tions and all other imperial functions. In view of 
the unanimous expression of opinion by the repre¬ 
sentatives of all political views on the far-reaching 
issues involved, the Committee hopes that everyone 
will join in the demonstration and meetings irrespec¬ 
tive of differences of opinion in respect of other 
matters.

Resolved that the money belonging to the 
Kerala Committee lying with the All India Congress 
Committee’s treasurer be returned after deducting 
the All India Congress Committee’s quota. 

V. Resolved that out of the unspent balance 
remaining with the Malabar Relief Committee, 
Rs. 5000 be handed over to Syt.

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for Canara relief and the balance be remitted to the 
All India Congress Committee.

Provided that the All India Congress Committee may fiom time to time 
assign particulai Indian States to particular provinces and a Piovincial 
Congress Committee may in its turn ^tllot particular Indian States assigned 
to it by the All India Congress Committee to particular distiicts within its 
Jurisdiction. 

Article r/.— 

(a) There shall be a Provincial Congtess Committee in and for each of 
the piovinces named in the foregoing Article. 

{Jh) Each Provincial Congtess (Committee shall organise District and 
other Committees referred to in Article III and shall have the power to 
frame rules laying down conditions of membership and for the conduct of 
business not inconsistent with this con^^titutiou or any rules made by the 
All India Congress Committee. 

(c) Each Provincial Congress Committee shall consist of representatives 
elected annually by the members of the Congress organisations in the pro¬ 
vince in accordance with the rules made by the Provincial Congress 
Committee. 

(</) Each Provincial Congress Committee shall submit an annual report 
of the Congress work in that province to the All India Congress Committee 
before tne 30th November. ‘ 

(^) No person .shall take part in election'* to any Congress organisation 
who has not paid his subscription within a time fixed by the rules of the Pro¬ 
vincial Congress Committee for the purpose. 

Article Vll.--- 

Every person not disqualified under Article IV and paying a subscription 
of four annas per year shall be entitled to become a member of any primary 
organisation controlled by the Provincial Congress Committee, provided that 
no person shall become a member of two parallel Congress organisations at 
one and the same time. 
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The year of the four-anna membership shall be from January ist to 
Deceml)er jist. 

Artic/e W/.~ 

Each Provincial Congiess Committee shall be responsible for the election 
of delegates to the Congress. 

No one shall be qualified for election who is not a member of any Congress 
organisation. 

The number of delegates shall l)e not more than one foi every fifty thou¬ 
sand or its fraction ^f the inhabitants of the province of its jurisdiction, 
including the Indian States theiein, in accordance with the census of 1921 : 
provided, however, that the tiiclusion of Indian States in the electorate shall 
not be taken to include any interference by the Congieas with the internal 
affaiis of such States. 

The members of the All India Congress Committee shall be ex oflicio 
delegates to the Congress, the Provincial Congress Committees deducting the 
numj^er of the elected and, if any, the ex-officio memliers of the All India' 
Congress Committee in their respective provinces from the number of dele¬ 
gates they are entitled to return. 

Each Provincial Congiess Committee shall frame rules for the election of 
delegates, due regard Ijeing had to the return of women delegates and the 
representation of minorities, special inleresta or classes needing special pro¬ 
tection. 

The rules shall provide for the organisation of electorates and shall pres¬ 
cribe the procedure to be adopted for securing the proportional representa¬ 
tion, by a single transferable vote 01 by any other method, of every variety of 
political opinion. Notice of all changes in the rules framed l)y the Provincial 
Congress Committee shall forthwith \)e sent to the General Secretaries of 
the Congress. 

Each Provincial Congress Committee shall send to the Reception Com- 
mittee of the ensuing session of the Congress, an alphal)etical list of the 
delegates so elected, containing the full name, occupation, age, sex, religion 
and address of each of them to reach the Committee not later than 10 days 
Itefore the date fixed for the holding of the session. No changes shall l^e made 
in the list within ten days of the Congress. In case, however, of interim 
vacancies, the Provincial Congress Committee-shall fill them in accordance 
with the rules made in that behalf, such rules having l>een communicated pre¬ 
viously to the All India Congress Committee. 

Articte /A'.—• 

(a) Each Provincial Committee shall pay annually such subscription to 
the All India Congress Committee as may ]>e fixed by the latter from time 
to time. 

(/^) No member of a Congress Committee shall vote at the election of 
representatives or delegates, or be elected as such, unless and until he has 
paid the subscription due by him. 

Articli A’.— 

Each Committee referted to in Article VIII shall issue certificates to the 
delegates duly elected in accordance with the form hereto attached, marked 
Appendix A, and signed by a Secretary of the Committeet 







Article XI.^ " 

E)very delegate on presenting hucli a certificate and paying ^ fee of R.s. lo 
at the Congress office shall receive a ticket entitling him to admission to the 
C^njg^ess. 

Article XI1 .— 

Delegates shall alone have the pouer of voting at the Congrees sittings 
or otherwise taking part in its delebeiations- 

Aithle Xl/J .— 

The Reception Committee, shall Ih; formed by tffe Piovincial Congress 
t’ommittee at least six months before the meeting of the annual session and 
may include persons nho aie not meinljers of the Provincial Committee. 
The members of the Reception Committee shall pay not less than Rs. 25 each. 
AilicleXlV.- 

The Reception Committee shall elect its chaiiman and other office-bear,ers 
from ampngst its onn members. 

AiticU XV.-. 


It shall be duty of the Reception Committee to collect funds for the 
expenses of the- Congress session to elect the president of the Congress in 
the maiinc'T set forth in the folloi^ing At tide, to make all necessary arrange¬ 
ments for the leception and accommodation of delegates and guests and, as' 
far as practicable, of visitor-, and for the priming and publication of the re¬ 
port of the proceedings, and to submit statements of receipts and expendi¬ 
ture to the Provincial Congress Committee within foui months of the session 
of the Congiess. 

Article XV/-.. 


The several Prouncial Congress Committees shall, as far as possible by 
the end of June, suggest to the Receiption Committee the names of persons 
who are, in their opinion eligible for the presidentship of the Congress and 
the Recaption Committee shall, as far as possible, in the first week of July 
submit to all the Provincial Committees the names as suggested for their 
final retommeiidatioiis, provided that such final recsnimentjation will lie of 
any one but not more of such names, and he Reception Committee shall 
as far as possible, meet m the month of August to tonsider such recommend 
ations. If the person recommended by a majority of the Provincial Concress 
Committees is adopted by a majority of the members of the Keceotion 
Committee present at a special meeting called for the purpose that nerson 
shall l^. the president of the next Congress. If, however, the Recention 
Committee IS unable to accept the president recommended by the Proi^ilicial 
Congress Committees, or in case of emergency by resignation, death or other 
wise, of the president elected in this manner, the matter shall fortliwith l>e 
refmed by It to the All Jndia Congress Committee wTiOse decision shall be 
arrived at, as far as .possible, Ixjfore the end of September.

(a) The Reception Committee shall through the Provincial

(^) If Reception Cohamittiele has a l>aiance after defraying all the expen¬ 
ses of the session, it shall hand over the same to the Provincial Congress . 
Committee in the province in which the session was held, towards the t*ro- 
vincial Congress fund of that province.

{a) The receipts and expenditure of the Reception Committee shall be 
audited by an auditor or auditors appointed by the Provincial Congress Comihittee 
concerned, and the statement of accounts together with thevauditor^s report 
shall be sent by the Provincial Congress C^nmmittee not later than six months 
from the termination of the Congr‘^s, to the All India Congress Committee., 
The accounts of the All India Congress Committee sHall be audited 
every year by an auditor appointed at the annual session. It shall be com¬ 
petent for this auditoi to call for and inspect the accounts of the Provincial 
Congre«5s Committees 

(c) The All India Congress Committee shall take step<» to ensuie that 
the accounts of the Provincial Congress Committees are properly audited. 

Article X2X .— 

The All India Congress Committee shall consist of 350 memljers, exclusive 
of ex-officio members. ' ^ ' 

The ex officio meml)ers shall lie the elected President, past PreiiiJenU of 
the Congress, if they sign Article I of this Constitution and are members 
Off any Congress organisation, the General Secretaries and the Treasurers 
of the Congress. 

Each Provincial Congress Committee shall elect the allotted number of 
meml)ers of the All India Congress Committee from among the meml^ers of 
the Congress Committees within its jurisdiction. 

The allotment shall be, as far as possible, on the basis of population 
according to the linguistic distribution of provinces, as given in Appendix R. 

The method of election shall be the same as already prescriljod for the 
election of delegates. 

Elections to the All India Congress Commillee shall ordinarily take place 
in the month of Noveml)er. 

Casual vacancies in the All India Congress Committee caused ’by 
resignation, death, absence from India, or otherwise, shall be filled by the 
Provincial Congre.ss Coommittee., 

The All India Congress Committee shall meet a.s often as may l>e necessary 
for the discharge of' its obligations, and every time upon requisition by 30 
members thereof, w'ho shall state in their requisition the definite purpose 
for which they desire a meeting of the All India Congress Cenrui^ttee. 
When once such a meetting is requisitioned and convened, additional subjects 
may be brought up for consideration, provided due notice hs« lieen givei^ 
to the members of the same. 

The quorum for the All India Congress Commitee shall be fifty. 

The All India Congress Commitee shall hold office til! the election of ihe 
All In<|ia Congre^H Commjtlee, ^ 
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Article XX.^ 

The Secretaries of the respective Provincial Congress Committees shall 
issue certificates of membeiship of the All India Committee to the persons 
so elected. 

Article XXI — 

The All India Congress Committee shall he the Committee of the Congress 
to carry out the programme of woik laid do^^n by the Congress from year to 
year and deal with all new matters that may arise daring the year and may 
not be provided for by the Congress itself. For this purpose the All India 
Congress Committee shall have the power to frame its own rules not in¬ 
consistent with this constitution. 

Article XXII .— 

The President of the Congress shall Ire the Chairman of the All India 
Congress Committee for the year following. 

Aiticle XX 111 . 

The Indian National Congress shall have three General Secretaries and 
two Treasurers, who shall Ire annually elected by the Congress. The 
General Secretaries shall prepare the report of the w’ork of the All India 
Congress Committee during the year and submit it, with a full account of 
funds which may come into their hands, to the All India Congress Committee 
at a meeting to be held at the place and about the time of the session of 
Congress for the year; and copies of such account and report shall then be 
presented to the Congress and sent to the Congress Committees. 

Article XXI 

The All India Committee shall, at its first meeting after the annual 
sessions of the Congress, elect 9 members who shall, with the President, 
General Secretaries and Treasurers, be the Working Committee of the Con¬ 
gress and the executive authority responsible to the All India Congress 
Con»mittee in all matters. 

All proceedings of the Working Committee shall be placed before the 
next meeting of the All Indian Congress Committee. 

Article XX y .— 

The members of the All India Congress Committee shall constitute the 
Subjects Committee for the ordinary or extraordinary session following. 
Article XXyi.— , 

The Subjects Committee shall meet at least two days before the meeting 
of the Congress in open Session. At this meeting, the President-elect shall 
preside, and the outgoing Secietaiies .^halj submit the draft programme of 
the work for the ensuing session of the Congress, including resolutions 
recommended by the different Provincial Congress Committees for adoption. 
Article XXVIl.— 

The Subject^ Committee shall proceed to discuss the said programme and 
•shall frame resolutions lo be submitted to the open session. 

Article XXVIII.-- 

The Subjects Committee shall also meet from time to time, as the 
occasion may require, during the pendency of the Cong'ess session. 
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Article XXIX.— 

No subject shall be passed for discussion by the Subjects Committee 
or allowed to be discussed at any Congress by the president thereof, to the 
introduction of which the Hindu or Mohammedan Delegates, as a body, 
object by a majority of three fourths of their number, and if, after the 
discussion of any subject which has been admitted for discussion, it shall appeal 
that the Hindu or Mohammedan delegates, as a body, are, by a majority of 
three fourths of their number, opposed to the resolution which it is proposed 
to pass thereon, such resolution shall be dropped. 

Article XXX,— 

At each sitting of the Congress, the order in which business shall l>e 
transacted shall be as follows:— 

{a) The Resolutions recommended for adoption by the Subjects Committee. 

{b) Any substantive motion not included in (a) but w’hich does not fall 
under Article XXIX of the Constitution and which 25 delegates request the 
President in writing, l)efore the commencement of the day’s sitting, to be 
allowed to place before the Congress ; provided, however, that no such motion 
shall be allowed unless it has been previously discussed at a meeting of the 
Subjects Committee and has received the support of at least a third of the 
members then present. 

Article XXXJ.— 

The All India Congress Committee shall have the power to frame rules 
in respect of all matters not covered by the constitution aad not inconsistent 
with its Articles. 

Article XXXIL— 

The All India Congress Committee shall, at its first meeting every year, 
nominate a panel of 12 members to enquire into and finally decide all election 
disputes coming before it. The parlies to the dispute shall nominate one 
each out of this panel to represent the respective disputants, and ♦he president 
shall choose the third. 

Article. XXXIJ I. 

The proceedings of the Congress shall be conducted, as far as possible, 
in Hindustani. English or the language of the province may also be used.
